The count of Alvarez, a grandee

Don Alvarez, animated by this 
difcovery, gave orders for making 
the necellary inquiries, and that no 
expence thould be fpared to make 
he happy difcovery, this child be.

But their 
care was fur féme time fendered 
abortive; no tidings could be heard 
ef the unfortunate youth: at latt 
they were informed that the young 
count had Been fold to a Turk, 
who had afterwards difpofed of 
him to an Englifh merchant, then 
refiding ar Conffantinople, but foon 
after left that city and returned to

Oa receiving this advice, an ex- 
preis was immediately difpatched for 
England; but all in vain, the youth 
could not be found. ‘They were 
indeed informed, that the young 
count ferved his matter 
faithfully fome years, he had put 
him toa French barber to learn that 
profelfion, as a reward for his dili- 
gence; that having made a fufficient 
3, the count de Gallas, then 
the emperor at London, 
had retained him in his fervice, and 
carried him to Vienna; where they 
made fret} enquiries, and at laft 
found, that this new barber, having 
been difcharged from the fervice of 
the count de Gallas, entered into 
that of count d’Oberftof, in whole 
family he married the waiting-maid 
of the countefs, and was gone to 
fettle in Bohemia. 

Several years were {pent in thefe 
enquiries ; ‘during which, the young 

count’s 
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count’s uncle, who, was. greatly in 
the intereft of the houfe of Auftria, 
lent the emperor four hundred 
thoufand florins, while he refided 
at Barcelona. When his majeity 
was ready to pafs into Germany, 
the old count, finding he muf 


fhortly leave the regions of moor. 


tality, fent bis confeffor to that 
prince, declaring his inhuman cone 
duat towards his nephew, and the 
methods already ufed. for his re- 
covery ; begging his majefty’s par- 
don for his offence, and befeeching 
him to ufe his Imperial auth rity 
for the difcovery of the young 
nobleman, in order to his being 
reftored to his effate, his honours, 
and his dignity. 

His majefty charged the confef- 
forto affure the count d’Alvarez, 
that he might fecurely rely on his 
care; that every poffible enquiry 
fhould be made, and every precau- 
tion taken to render it effeétual. 
He alfo ordered the confeffor, im- 
mediately after the count’s deceafe, 
which could not be long, to repair 
to him in Germany, that he might 
afift in finding the young count, 
and prove the identity of his perfo 
by certain figns and marks that 
nature, and his intended murderer, 
imprinted on his body. 

Accordingly, in the month of 
May 1712, the confeffor arrived a 
Vienna, andthe emperor command- 
ed one of the gentlemen of his 
houfhold to accompany him into 
Bohemia, in fearch of the young 
count d’Alvarez. | After much en- 
quiry, they found he-had quitted his 
trade, and was-then a fteward to a 
nobleman of that kingdom. . They 
had therefore, at firlt, recourfe. to 
his mafter, in order to know how 
long he had ferved in that capaci- 
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ty, and alfo what he him(if knew 
of his fteward. ‘The nobleman told 
them, that he only koew his hav- 
ing been io the fervice of the count 
de Gallas, aud afterwards in that 
of the count d’Oberiftof; that 

oth were fatisfied with dili- 
gence, as he was alfo him(eif ; that 
they had both him what 
countryman he was, and that he al- 
ways anfwered, he knew not him. 
felf, he only remembered that whea 
he was a fervant in Turkey, his maf- 
ter had given him to uaderftand, 
that he was the natural fon ofa 
grandee of Spain, but had neither 
told him the name of his father, nor 
why he was fent out of his natural 
country, fuppofing he was actually 
bora in Spain. 

The fteward was now fent for, 
and the fame queftions put to him 
by the confetfor; but, he could give 
no other anfwer than. what they 
had be‘ore heard from his mafer 
The prieft therefore defired to fee 
his neck and fhoulders; but on his 
fhewing foie retuancy to fatisfy 
their curiofity, they gave him to 
underftand, that it ghly to 
his own intereft, and conformale 
to the command of the- emperor. 
Thefe affurances induced him to 
comply, afd they obferved on bis 
right fhoulder the natural ks 
by the nurfe and woman, 
in his

deferibed 
who had taken care of him 
infancy, together with the fears of 
the wounds given him by the valet 
de chambre. 

There being now no longer room 
to doubt of his being the real per- 
fon fo ‘long the object of their en- 
quiries, fley gave him a faithful 
relation of his zbirth, and the im- 
minent dapfer to which his life had 
been expofeds ‘They all faluted 
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him count d’Alvares, and gave him 
a full account of his quality and 
paternal eflate. But if this news 
agreeably furprized the young 
nobleman, it had a very different 
effeét on his wife, who was perfuad- 
ed that fhe muft be forfaken by a 
hufband of fuch eminent quality ; 
but the new count removed all her 
fears, by affuring her that as fhe 
had fhared in his poverty, the 
fhould alfo fhare in his good for- 
tune. 

Every thing being thus adjufted, 
they conducted him to Vienna, to 
thank the emperor, who received 
him very gracioufly, promifed to 
reftore him to all his eftates and 
dignities ; and, in the mean time, 
gave him an order for the payment 
of the four hundred thoufand florins

he had borrowed of his uncle, 

The count, throwing himfelf at 
his majefty’s feet, intimated, that 
he wifhed to pafs the remainder of 
his days in the empire, and to pur- 
chafe fome eftate in that country. 
Accordingly, he bought the Jord. 
fhip of Ratibor in Silefia, where he 
fettled with his family, and long en- 
joyed the happinefs of repofe and 
tranquility, which a feries of fervi- 
tude had taught him how to value. 
Thus did Providence defend the in- 
nocent, and protec the orphan, 
when abandoned by thofe who 
ought to have taken every care 
for his prefervation ; and we could 
with that this was the only inftance 
of an infant’s having fallen a vidtim 
to the covetous difpofition of a guar- 
dian.

Meeker and forgivenefs of in- 

juries is one of the earliett 
leffons preferibed us by nature ; the 
diftinguifhing mark that raifes man 
in the creation he was made to 
adorn, and by which he bears the 
neareft refemblance to his divine 
original. 

Thefe confiderations led me to 
szefleét on the inhuman pra@ice of 
duelling, as it is now eftablithed by 
cultom, in defiance of the authority 
of our fevereft laws ; apraQice which, 
I hope reafon, without the affiftance 
of an unhappy experience, will foon 
convince us to be deftruétive of 
all human peace and fociety, and 
the bane of that tranquility which 
heaven intended for the enjoyment 
of mankind, and which, were we 
not guilty of the vileft ingratitude 
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towards the Supreme Donor, would 
engage our deepeit attention to pre- 
ferve. 

Cicero has often been blamed for 
the following paffage: “‘ There are 
two methods of determining con- 
troverfies, the one by argument, and 
the other by force ; the firlt is pro- 
per to man, the fecond to beafts; 
we fhould only fly to the latter, 
when we cannot have recourfe to 
the former.” This feems to give 
a fan&tion (if indeed it might be 
regarded as fuch) to mankind to 
mix with the brutifh fpecies, and 
Jeaves them at large to rove in a 
fphere never intended by Nature 
for their reception ; and if fuch a 
imitaion as this were to take place, 
1 fear it would in time produce a 
perfe& unity, and we fhould mix in 
one common herd. |

The ancients, when they engag- 
ed in private combats, did it while 
the difpute was recent, and there- 
by avoided the imputation of a 
malice prepenfe; they never made 
ufe of any more than one weapon, 
and often only thofe which nature 
allowed ; fo that the combat was 
frequently decided without the ex- 
pence of either perfon’s life: but 
how dreadful is the alternative, with 
regard to our own nation! The 
modern duellift conceals his malice, 
and cherifhes it in his bofom, till 
it ripens into refentment, and he 
meets his adverfary in all the heat 
of fury and anger, under the dif- 
guife of a calm countenance. A 
fingle weapon was for many years, 
in our own nation, thought capable 
of determining the ftrongeft con- 
troverfies, or giving ample fatisfac- 
tion for the moft injurious calumny; 
but thanks to the affiftance of 
Britih ingenuity, for the produc- 
tion of a confederate initrument, 
which, for its fize, had all the powers 
of mifchief combined, they could 
not have rivalled for deftruction. 

When one of our combatants 
chufes to have what he terms fair 
play for his life, the latter weapon 
is laid afide, and he rifks his 
exiftence on the length of his fword, 
and the flattering hope of a felf- 
fufiicient dexterity ; a few tilts and 
parryings prolong the decifion, till 
capricious chance has caft the lot, 
and while he is meditating his ad- 
verfary’s deftrution, a fatal puth 
fetches him to the ground, 

He quits the ftage of life rolling 
hiseyes in anguith on his conqueror; 
his foul, loaded with guilt, is fent 
afloat into the abyfs of eternity, to 
fink beneath the weight of future 
torments: nor is the furvivor’s ttate 
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hardly more eligible, while he has 
the ftinging reflections of a wound- 
ed confcience to encounter with 
here, and the expetations of a mur- 
derer’s reward to fupport hereafter: 
he views the ghaftly fpeGacle with 
horror ; he quits the harveft of 
triumph he had juft before pro- 
mifed himfelf the pleafure of reap- 
ing, from the wretched remains of 
his deceafed antagonift, to con- 
template on the depth of his own 
woe: if he efcapes the iron hand 
of juftice, he only furvives to hear 
the reproaches of a widow and or- 
phan children, and quits the fhackles 
of ignominy and difgrace of a day, 
for years of mifery and forrow, 
That the gentlemen of the army 
fhould fo often engage in private 
duels will feem lefs ftrange, if we 
refleét on the mean ideas a modern 
hero entertains of martial virtue, 
and the bafe pretenfions by which 
he fcans his fortitude; he thinks 
bombatt, and an over-bearing con- 
fidence, the ftandard of true bra- 
very, and makes barbarity the pub- 
lither of his valour. Let me in- 
form them further, that courage 
and humanity are the only charac- 
teriftics of a foldier’s honour ; and 
when they poffefs an equal fhare in 
his breatt, animateand cherifhin him 
a laudable zeal for his country’s in- 
tereft: but when thefe are wanting, 
a race of viler paffions often take 
place, and the paflive mind enters 
into a ftate of the moft abje& flavery; 
pride, the grand deftroyer of Chrif- 
tian virtue, with a ftrong fucceffion 
of evils, follow; envy and malice hed 
their baleful dews, and the ttrong 
contagion of refentment rankles ia 
his bofom, and inflames his whole 
mafs of blood, till ail the fpirit and 
fire of the warrior is degenerated 
into 
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jnto- the fiercenefs of. a bull or 
amaftitt, He forgets bis priftine 
allegiance which he had dedicated 
to the fervice of the flate he lilted 
uwoder; and the {word that was de- 
voted to his country’s freedom is 
pow referved for being inhumanly 
ftained in the blood of .its citizens. 
A foidier that can wound his own

countrymen with the fame hand that 
be deftroys their foes, can only be 
confidered as a common murderer, 
and ads in the fame, capacity in a 
ftate as a Draweanfir in Bayes’s regi- 
ment, who, regardiefs of parties, 
delighis in a promiscuous havock.

Very tiation, bleffed with any re- 
gular form of divine worthip, 
have certain appointed times or fea- 
fons devoted to innocent mirth and 
gaiety, when the wealthy open their 
hearts, their bofoms, and their 
purfes, to charity, humanity, and 
univerfal chearfulnefs. 

Our anceitors, who fhone cotem- 
porary with the Kdwards, the Hen- 
ries, and good queen Befs, at fuch 
titres opened their doors, and re- 
ceived into their hofpitable halls, 
the circumjacent poor; fed them 
with roaft-beef and good plum- 
porridge, and. made their hearts 
mercy with found O&ober.

* day of March 1763, the fol- 
lowing additional duties fhall take 
place, viz. 


April, 1763. 


On, French wine. and. vinegar 
imported 8l. per ton; and all other 
wines and vinegar imported, 4}. per 
ton; to be colle&ed, levied, and 


a paid 











paid, as expreffed in the act of 1 
Jac. HL. or in any other act by which 
the duties thereby granted are made 
perpetual. 

Damaged and unmerchantable 
wines fhall be exempted from thefe 
additional duties. 

The faid duties fhall be under 
the management and direction of 
the commiffioners of the cuftoms ; 
and fhall be paid over weckly by 
the receiver-general into the Ex- 
chequer, apart from all other mo- 
nies, and flall be entered according- 
ly in proper books to be provided 
there for the purpofe. 

No allowance flia!! be made for 
Jeakage, but upon wines imported 
dire€tly from the country or place 
of their growth, &c. Madeira wines 
imported from the Britifh planta- 
tions in America excepted. 

From and after July 5, 1763, an 
additional duty will be laid on all 
evder, and perry, viz, On all cyder 
and perry imported, 40s. per ton ; 
and upon all cyder and perry 
made within Great Britain 4s, per 
hogfhead, to be paid by the 
maker. 

The duties upon cyder and perry 
made in England, to be under the 
receipt and management of the 
commiflioners and officers of Excife 
there, and thof in Scotland, under 
like officers there. The commif- 
fioners fhall appoint a fufficient 
number of officers, and the duties 
fhall be paid into the Exchequer, 
apart from all other monies. 

‘The makers of cyder or perry 
(not being compounders) fhall enter 
their names, and the mills, preffes, 
or other utenfils, ftore-houfes, and 
other places to be made ufe of, at 
the next office of Excife, ten days 
before they begin to work, under 
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the penalty of 251. for ufing any 
unentered place. 

The officers of Excife, upon re. 
queft made, fhall have free accefs 
in the day-time, to all places enter- 
ed or made ufe of for making or 
keeping perry or cyder, and thal! 
gauge, and report the contents to 
the commiffioners, leaving a copy 
for the maker. The duties fhail 
be paid according thereto, within 
fix weeks from fuch making charge ; 
and the ufual allowances fhall be 
made in refpe& thereof, 

Perfons inténding to fell, or re- 
move any cyder or perry in their 
poffeffion, made before July 5s, 
1763, fhall fend a figned particu- 
lar thereof to the next office of 
Excife, ten days before the faid sth 
of July ; that the officer may at- 
tend, and take an account thereof, 
and grant certificates occafionally, 
for the removal of a like quantity, 
without charging the duty, &c. 

No cyder and perry, exceeding 
fix gallons, fhall be removed, &c. 
without a certificate, on forfeiture 
thereof, with the package. Officers 
of Excife may feize the fame. A 
time fhall be limited, for which the 
certificate fhall be in force. 

Perfons making cyder or perry, 
to be confumed in their own private 
families only, fhall be admitted to 
compound for the duties, they 
giving in a liftof the number in fa- 
mily, and paying at the rate of ss. 
per head per annum. This com- 
pofition fhall be renewed annually, 
and the money paid down at the 
fame time. The houfes, &c. of 
perfons who fhall thus compound, 
fhall be exempted from furvey or 
fearch. But upon increafe of the 
family, a new lift fhall be given in ; 
and sd. per month per head, a 

e 
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be paid for the additional number, 
during the fubfifting unexpired 
term of the year. Compounders 
neglecting to deliver in fuch lifts, 
and to pay their compofition-money, 
fhall be charged with the duty, and 
become liable toa furvey. Perfons 
delivering falfe or defeétive lifts, 
&c. fhall forfeit z2ol. 

Children under eight years of 
age fhall not be inferted in the lifts. 
Compounders may fell, difpofe of, 
or remove, any cyder or perry more 
than fufficient for their own ufe, 
giving two days notice to the pro- 
per officer, who fhall attend, and 
take an account thereof, and 
charge the duties, and report the 
fame to the Excife-office ; leaving a 
copy with the compounder. Such 


cyder or perry fhall not be after- 
wards removed without a certificate, 
Compounders being guilty of any 
fraud, or in felling, exchanging, or 


delivering out cyder or perry, thal] 
forfeit zol. 

No compounder fhall Jet out, or 
lend his mill, or other utenfils, for 
making cyder or perry, without 
giving three days previous notice to 
the proper officer to attend, and 
charge the duties; unlefs the cyder 
or perry be the property of another 
compounder, or of fome perfon not 
liable to the duty; and no part of 
it fhall be removed without a certi- 
ficate ; under penalty of rol, 

Perfons ufing their own mills, 
&c. or procuring cyder or perry to 
be made at the mill, &c. of any 
other perfon, fhall be deemed 
makers. 

Compounders for malt fhall not 
be liable to compound, or pay du- 
ties, fot cyder or perry, to be made 
and confumed in their own fami- 
ies, unlefs they thall fell, or other- 
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ways difpofe of, any part thereof; 
in which cafe they thall comply 
with the dire€tions given with re- 
{pect to compounders in like circum- 
ftances, 

Occupiers of tenements not rated 
above 40s. per annum, to the land- 
tax, and not making modre than 
four hogtheads of cyder and perry in 
the whole ina year, fhall be exempted 
from duties, or compounding. 

Thefe new duties on cyder and 
perry fhall be drawn back on ex- 
portation; and upon dittillation 
thereof into low wines and fpirits ; 
and upon the fame being made 
into vinegar, and charged with 
the duties as fuch. 

The penalty of oppofing an of- 
ficer in the execution of his office, 
or of refcuing, or ftaving any cyder 
or perry, after feizure made thereof, 
fliall be sol. for every fuch offence. 
Informations for offences againft 
this act, by the makers of cyder or 
perry, thall be Jaid within three 
inonths after being committed ; and 
notice thereof fhall be given them. 

Perfons aggrieved by the judg- 
ment of any juftice of the peace, 
touching the duties or penalties, 
may appeal to the quarter-feflions ; 
and the determination of the faid 
court thall be final. 

Appellants fhall give notice to the 
other parties, and the coyrt hall 
award cofts as they fee fit, to be 
levied by diftraint. 

For want of fufficient time in- 
tervening, an appeal may be made 
to the fecond quarter-feffions. 

A re-hearing fhall be had of the 
merits of the cafe upon appeals; 
and defe&ts of form in the original 
proceedings may be rectified by the 
court. 

All powers, rules, methods, pe- 

Zz nalties, 
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statties, and claufes id aét a2 Car. IL. 
ér in any other aét relating to the 
revenue of excife, where not altered 
By this aét, fail be put into execu- 
fion with refpe& to the duties on 
cyder and perry. 

The penalties and forfeitures re- 
lating thereto, fhall be recovered 
or mitigated, as By the laws of 
Excife, or in the courts at Weft- 
minfter, or the court of Exchequer 
in Scotland, and fhall be employ- 
ed, half to the ufe of the king, and 
half to him that fhall fue. 

The duty on cyder and perry

brought from Jerfey, Goernfey, 
Sark, or Alderney, Mhall be paid by 
the importer before landing, on pe- 
nalty of being feized and forfeited, 

The monies arifing by the ree 
fpeftive duties granted by this a&, 
fhall be entered in proper books 
in the Auditor’s office, feparately 
from each other, and from all other 
monies; and fhall be a fund for 
the payment of the annuities 
chargeable on the principal fum of 
5,000,000l. borrowed on the credit 
of this a&. 





EWIS and Charles, like young 
men, loft in a great meafure 
the fruits of their vitory, the for- 
mer returning, with the utmoft di- 
ligence, into his own territories, and 
the latter following Pepin into 
Aquitaine, As for Lothaire, he re- 
tired to Aix-la-Chapelle, and by the 
help of thofe artificial expedients, 
of which ‘he was a great mafter, 
fet on foot a new army, with which 
he once more entered Neuftria ; 
caufing it to be given out by his 
emiffaries, that Charles was killed 
jn the battle, and the monarch of 
Bavaria fo wounded, that he could 
not live. Charles, perceiving his 
miftake, * returned into Neuftria, 
but with fo finall a force, that he 
was conftrained to entrench himfelf 
on the other fide of the Seine. Lo- 
thaire marched to attack him with 
@ numerous army, and found the 
waters fo low, that he might have 
have done it without difficulty. His 
irrefolution hindered him, till the 
siver, {welling on a fydden, render- 
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ed it impra€ticable. The prelates 
and nobility of Charles’s party cried 
this up for a miracle, by which, in 
a fhort time, his army was fo much 
augmented, that he was enabled, 
without fear of difturbance from 
Lothaire, to continue his march for 
Strafburgh, where he joined the 
army of Bavaria, which his brother 
Lewis commanded in perfon, and 
there, in the prefence of the prelates, 
nobility, and troops, they fwore 
perpetual concord and amity, and 
puthed things fo far as to declare, 
that, if cither of them broke this 
treaty, his fubje€ts were abfolved 
from their allegiance, and at liber- 
ty to adhere to the other; which 
was attended with very pernicious 
confequences in fucceeding times. 
For the prefent, their union was in 
itfelf wonderful, and produced won- 
ders ; they eat together at the fame 
table ; they flept under the fame 
roof; their councils, and even their 
pleafures, were in common: and 
this harmony diffufing itfelf thro’ 
their 
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their forces, they pushed the war 
with fuch vigour, that Lothaire, his 
troops deferting daily, retired on 
the other fide of the Rhone, aban- 
ing all Auftrafia, and. part of 
Burgundy. The two princes were 
very defirous of keeping what they 
had acquired, but at the fame time 
had a mind to claim it by fome 
better title than that of conquelt ; 
in order to this, the y applied them- 
felves to the bithops; who, after 


making a kind of enquiry into the - 


conduct of Lothaire, both in his 
father’s life-time and finte, and 
reckoning up all the aéts of treafon, 
cruelty, perfidy, and tyranny, of 
which he had been guilty; and 
having demanded of the two kings, 
whether they meant to govern like 
him, or according to the laws of 
God and the land, they anfwered, 
that they intended to govern ac- 
cording to law. Upon which he 
was declared to have forfeited all 


title to his dominions, and they 
were flatrered with having a title 
given them by the declaration of 


Providence in their favour. But, 
notwithftanding this, Lothaire folli- 
cited his brothers to eftablith peace 
upon fettled and folid terms, and 
propofed feveral proje&ts for that 
purpofe; which they rejeéted. At 
length they accepted this, that the 
kingdoms of Italy, Aquitaine, and 
Bavaria, except all the dominions of 
the deceafed emperor, fhould be 
divided into three equal portions, 
of which Lothaire was to take his 
choice, and his brethren were to 
have the other two. In confe- 
quence of this agreement, forty 
commiflioners were named by each 
of the three kings, a whole year 
was {pun out in their conferences; 
but at length it was fettled, that 
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Charles, befides Aquitaine, fhould 
have all the country between the 
Loire and the Mufe ; that the reft 
of Germany fhould be annexed to 
Lewis’s kingdom, who from thence 
was fiiled Lewis the German ; and 
that the titles of emperor and Au- 
guitus being left to Lothaire, he 
fhould not only retain all Italy, and 
the city of Rome, but fhould like- 
wife potlefs the whole tra& of coun- 
try lying within the rivers of Rhone, 
Rhine, Saone, Meufe, and 
Scheld. The whole of what 845 
he held on this fide the 

mountains, was, from tim, ftiled 
Lotharingia, Royaume, Lotharienne, 
that is, the kingdom of Lothaire, 
from whence, by corruption, rofe 
the name of Lorrain, tho’ that it 
is now given to a duchy, which 
contains only a fmall part of that 


‘kingdom ; which, in point of extent 


and fituation, was very confider- 
able. 

The emprefs Judith died a little 
before this partition was made. 
indeed it was high time for thefe 
kings to put an end to quarrels, 
alike injurious to them all, and 
which, if they-had lafted longer, 
might have been fatal. The Sa- 
racens furprifed Beneventum, and 
made themfelves mafters of moft 
part of that fine duchy, while Lo- 
thaire was engaged on this fide the 
Alps; and Pope Gregory being 
dead, Sergius the fecond was elected, 
and took pofleflion of the fee of 
Rome, without taking any notice of 
the emperor; who thereupon fent 
his fon Lewis, with an army, to ob- 
tain fatisfaGiion; which he did, and 
the Pope crowned him king of the 
Lombards. Charles was not lefs 
perplexed : Pepin defeated and cut 
to pieces a great corps of troops, 

the 
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the Normans landed at the mouth 
of the Garonne, and ruined all the 
country, the duke of Bretagne re- 
volted. The emperor and the kings 
of France and Germany were now 
fo well united, that they fent depu- 
ties to Pepin, to the Normans, and 
to the Bretons, to let them know, 
that, if they attacked any one of the 
three, they would certainly attack 
them with joint-forces. But this 
had little or no effeét, their neigh- 
bours being well apprifed, that 
there was not any fincere affection 
amongit them, and that this pre- 
tended amity was purely the effects 
of weaknefs. ‘To fo low a ftate 
was the French empire fallen, fince 
the demite of Charlemagne. 
Charles, futfering his refentment 
or falfe notions of policy to prevail, 
caufed Bernard, duke of Languedoc, 
who had once made fuch a figure in 
the court of his father, to be arreft- 
ed; and, after a year’s confinement, 
to be put to death, which had a 
very bad effet; for his fon William 
feized immediately feveral places of 
confequence. He, to revenge his 
father’s death, joined Pepin with 
all the force he could raife. The 
Normans made another defcent, and 
pillaged Touloufe ; the duke of Bre- 
tagne was inclined, not only to 
throw off all dependence, but to 
affume the title of king. In this 
perplexity, he was alarmed with 
the news of a freth fleet and army 
of Normans, who entered the mouth 
of the Seine, where they made 
themfelves mafters of Rouen; and, 
not fatisfied with the pillage of that 
place, marched direétly to Paris, 
which they likewife pillaged; and 
were at the point of attacking the 
king, with a fmall army, in an in- 
trenched camp at St. Denis. But 





Charles, by the advice chief. .¢ 
the prelates, entered into a ne. ‘ 
ation with them, and, oti 

them feven hundred weigh tof filver 
engaged them to retire, and to pro. 
mife, with reiterated oaths, ney . to 
return. To pacify the troubles of 
Aquitaine, he yielded the beft part 
of that country to his nephew Pepin, 
who rendered him homage, and 
took an oath of fealty. Charles 
now found himfelf at leifure to 
enter Bretagne, which he did with 
the beft army he was able to affem. 
ble, but had the misfortune to be 
twice beaten. This great change 
in affairs was chiefly owing to an 
alteration in the king himfelf. 
While a youth he was very traéta. 
ble, and took the advice of his prin- 
cipal nobility: now he thought 
himfelf of age to govern, and foon 
gave fpecimens not much to the ad- 
vantage either of his own reputa- 
tion, or of the happinefs of his fub- 
jets. e amaffed wealth, by op- 
preffing his people; from paying a 
fuperftitious obedience, he came 
wholly to negleé the bifhops. 
Selfith, defpotic, and wrong-headed, 
he foon incurred the contempt and 
hatred of his fubje&ts ; fhewing, by 
the flagrant errors in his condua, 
that the good qualities, by which 
he had been formerly diftinguithed, 
were only artificial and affected. 
The prince of the Bretons feeing 
alfo that, negle@ing all other ene- 
mies, Charles was on the point of 
entering his country with another 
numerous army, he judged it moft 
expedient for his own fafety, and 
for fear of being over-powered by 
the Normans, to return to his for- 
mer fituation; and upon his offer 
of fubmiffion, peace was very quick- 
ly made. Thus, for the prefent, 
domeftic 
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domeftic tranquillity was reftored 
in France, where it was exceedingly 
wanted, the great towns being 
decayed, the people miferably 
confumed, and all the naval efta- 
blithments dwindled to nothing. 
The Saracens gave Lothaire as 
much difturbance, as she Normans 
had done Charles ; had pillaged the 
church of St. Peter, which was then 
without the walls of Rome; had 
beaten the troops fent to oppofe 
them, and threatened ftill greater 
mifchiefs. he Sclavonians had 
revolted againft Lewis, king of Ger- 
many. ‘ihe Moorith pirates were 
become almoft as troublefome to 
“harles as the Normans; and, in 
the midit of thefe difafters, Charles 
and Lothaire were ftill upon bad 
terms. Lewis, king of Germany, 
prevailed upon them both to con- 
{eat to a new interview at Merfen, 
near Maeltricht; where (having 
fhewen them that, through their 
quarrels, the French kingdom had 
loft much of its luftre; that the 
great lords in their dominions were 
every day growing more indepen- 
dent ; and that nothing but a ftri& 
union among themfelves could pre- 
vent the ruin of them all) they fett- 
led, while together, a kind of con- 
ftitution, by which things were to be 
regulated for the future, more efpe- 
cially in regard to the fucceffion, 
which even Charlemagne had left 
very loofe ; and the rule now efta- 
blifhed was, that the children of 
the reigning prince, whether of age 
or not of age, fhould fucceed to 
their father’s dominions, and owe 
nothing but the refpeé, arifing 
from the ties of blood, to the other 
princes of the houfe of Charte- 
magne. The Moors having 
received a great defeat in 
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Spain, were content to make peace 
with France; and this negociation 
was very luckily concluded with 
them, when the Normans, making 
a frefy defcent with a great force, 
befieged Bourdeaux. Charles march- 
ed immediately to its relief; aad 
having taken and funk fome of their 
fhips, compelled thefe barbarous 
invaders to raife the fiege: but he 
no fooner quitted the country, than 
they returned, and, through the 
treachery of the Jews, having fur- 
prized the city, pillaged and burnt 
it. This proved an affair of great 
confequence to Charles; for Bour- 
deaux belonging at this time to 
Pepin, and the nobility conceiving 
that it was loft through fome ane- 
gligence of his,revolted, and fub- 
mitted themfelves again to Charles, 
and he was accordingly crowned 
and anointed kiog of Aquitaine, at 
Orleans. Lewis, king of Germany, 
had enough to do to bridle his 
rebels ; and Lothaire was not lefs 
diftreffed by the Saracens; notwith- 
ftanding which, he follicited his 
brother Lewis to enter into a league 
with him again{t Charles, which he 
prudently and peremptorily 
fufed. 

Religious diturbances were quick - 
ly added to the reft of the diforders 
that diftratted France; and while 
the king was employed in holding 
councils for redrefling thefe, the 
fea-coafts of his dominions were 
ravaged by Moorifh, Greek, and 
Norman pirates. Pepin itarted out 
of thofe obfcure places where, fince 
the laft revolution, he had conceal- 
ed himfelf, and, in a fhort fpace of 
time, recovered a great part of 
Aquitaine. Lothaire and Lewis 
were not at all more at their eafe, 
infomuch, that it looked as if the 
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barbarous nations had confpired to 
deftroy the French, as they former- 
ly did the Roman empire. Charles 
marched into Aquitaine, and met 
with great fuccefs, taking prifoner 
Charles, the brother of Pepin, whom 
he obliged to enter into holy orders. 
He had done {till more, if Nomi- 
noi, duke of Bretagne, had mot re- 
volted ; and by the afliftance of 
count Lambert, who had formerly 
made a great figure in the court 
of the. emperor, Lewis ‘rendered 
himfelf mafter of Rennes, after 
which he recurred to his old fcheme, 
and affumed the title of king. He 
held it during his life, and tranf- 
mitted it to his fon Herifpee, againft 
whom Charles led all the forces of 
his dominions, fcarce doubting of 
fuccefs, fince count Lambert was 
alfo dead; but he was miftaken, for 
the new king of Bretagne gave him 
an entire defeat, in which a great 
number of troops, and not a few 
of the nobility, perithed. Charles 
retiring to Angiers, in order to re- 


cruit his forces, Herifpee having 
demanded a fafe condué, went 
thither likewife, and concluded a 
treaty upon very advantageous 
terms, fince the regal honours were 
conceded to him, together with his 
conquefts, and nothing referved to 
Charles, but the honour of receiy-. 
ing homage from aking. He had 
fome amends made him for this, by 
the feizing of Pepin the younger, 
by a prince of the Gafcons, who de- 
livered him into his hands; upon 
which he caufed him to be imme- 
diately fhaved, and fent him pri- 
foner to the convent of St. Medard 
de Soiffons. The country which 
his father left him in Spain was al- 
moft entirely loft, either by the re- 
volt of thofe who were intrufted 
with the government of cities and 
fortreffes, or conqucred by the 
Moors ; fo that the king had ene- 
mies on every fide, and great dif- 
content even in his own court.

Your majefty’s 
prudent and vigorous meafures 
have compelled the enemy to ac- 
cept of reafonable terms of accom- 
modation, and happily put an end 
to a glorious and fuccefsful war, by 
a moft advantageous and honour- 
able peace. 

We have likewife the further fa- 
tisfaction, through your maijefty’s 
wife counfels and negociations, to 
fee this bleffing become general ; 
and all chriftendom, which had 
long groaned under the calamities 
of war, enjoying the benefits of 
quiet and repofe. 

Such an event, however extcn- 
fively beneficial and univerfally in- 
terefting, is in a more particular 
manner favourable to nurferies of 
ecligion and learning : that religion, 
whofe peculiar characteriftic is peace 
and benevolence, thofe arts and 
feiences, which chiefly delight in 
peace, and always flourifh moft in 
times of public tranquillity. 

Permit us, dread Sir, op this joy- 
ful occafion, to give the ftrongeft 
affurances of cur inviolable attach- 
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ment to your majefty’s perfon and 
government: and we promife our. 
felves all happinefs and profperity 
under your majefty’s mild and im- 
partial adminiftration, by being in 
peace with the neighbouring king- 
doms, and at. unity among our- 
felves, ‘That your majefty may en- 
joy a long and happy reign, that 
the bletlings of peace may attend it, 
and the arts of peace adorn it, is the 
ardent with and earneft prayer of 
your ever grateful and loyal Uni- 
verfity.

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\ ILLIAM Wenrworth made his 

executors, Gabrici Goodman, 
dean of Winchefter, a very reve- 
rend worthy perton; and Thomas 
Bellot, his domeitic iteward, to 
whom he left alarge fim to be di- 
{tributed in charitable ufes; which 
was very faithfully performed, as 
Camden obterves, page 610, in his 
Hittory of England, vol. If. His 
eldeft fon, ‘Thomas lord Burleigh 
and earl of Exeter, was born on 
the sth of May 1542, in the 34th 
year of Henry Viil. and in the sth 
year of Elizabeth was elected to par- 
Jiament for the town of Stamford in 
Lincolnthire, as alfo to two other 
parliaments in that reign. In the 
36th year of Elizabeth, he went a 
volunteer on that expedition into 
Scotland, in aid of the regent of the 
young king of Scots, when the caf- 
tle of Edinburgh was befieged and 
taken. Inthe 17th year of Eliza- 
beth, waiting on the queen at Kenil- 
worth-caftle, in Warwickthire,when 
fhe was entertained by the earl 
of Leicefter with all princely plea- 
fares, her majefty at that time con- 
ferred on him the honour of knight- 
hood. In the 23d year of Elizabeth 
he was one of thofe illuftrious no- 
blemen who entertained Francis of 
Valois, duke of Alanfon, heir appa- 
rent of France, and brother to the 
French king, then in England, as 
fuitor to queen Elizabeth; and ac- 
quired great honour iu the jufts, 
barriets, and tourney performed on 
that occafion. He alfo diftinguifhed 
himfelf during the wars in the Low 
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Countries, and was made governor 
of the Brill, one of the cautionary 
towns which the ftates of Holland 
pledged to queen Elizabeth. Jn 
the 27ih year ofthat reign, he was 
chofe one of the Knights of the hhire 
for the county of Lincoln, which 
place he alfo ferved in the fucceed- 
ing parliament; and in the 35th 
year of queen Kjizabeth he was cho- 
fen for the county of Northampton. 
li the memorable year of the Spa- 
nith invafion 15838, he, with his 
brother Sir Robert Cecil, ferved 
as volunteers on board the fleet, 
which, during fix days, maintained 
a running fight with the Spanith 
armada, and, at lenpth, forced them 
to fly. In the goth year of Eliza- 
beih, at the funeral of his father 
the Jord Burleigh, whofe body was 
depofited in Weftminfter-abbey with 
great folemnity on the zgth of Au- 
guilt, he was chief mourner ; and, 
by her majefty’s order, mourned as 
an earl, being at that time in the 
s7th year of his age. The year 
afier he was conitituted warden 
of Rockingham-foreft, and conttable 
of the caftle there for life. And in 
the 43d vear of Elizabeth, when 
the infurre€tion was made by Ro- 
bert earl of Eifex, he went into the 
city of London with Garter princi- 
pal king at arms, and proclaimed 
him and bis adherents traitors, not- 
withftanding the oppofition they 
met with from the populace. He 
was afterwards one of the com- 
manders of thofe forces that oblig- 
ed the earl and his adherents to 


furrender. 
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furrender. Having thus thewed 
pimfelf a faithtul fubje& to the 
queen, he was elected one of the 
knights-companions of the moft 
noble order of the Garter, and in- 
fialled at Windfor on the 26th of 
May 1601, in the 44th year of 
queen Elizabs th. 

On the acceffion of king James 
to the throne, he was fworn of his 
privy-council, at the Charter-houfe, 
the fourth day after his arrival in 
London, and was conftituted lord- 
lieatenant of the county of North- 
ampton. And his majefty, in con- 
fideration of his great merits and 
fervices, created liim earl of Exeter, 
by letters patent, bearing date the 
4th of May, in the third year of his 
reign ; which was the firft prece- 
dent of any being advanced to the 
title of earl of the principal city, 
when another had the dignity of 
earl of the fame county ; Charles 
Blount being then earl of Devon- 
fhire. In 1610 he was prefent, and 
a witnefS to the patent creating 
Henry, the king’s eldeft fon, prince 
of Wales. In 1616 he was joined 
in commiffion with other lords of 
the privy-council, to treat with Sir 
Noel Caron, knt. ambaffador from 
the ftates-general, for the delivery 
up of the town of Ulifhinge, with 
the caftle of Ramakin, in Zealand, 
and the town of Brill in Holland. 

About the year 1602, his lord- 
fhip converted part of the old palace 
at Lidington, in Rutlandhhire, for- 
merly belonging to the bifhops of 
Lincoln, into an hofpital, for a 
warden, twelve poor men, and 


two women, allowing a competent 
maintenance for their fupport. He 
alfo gave to Clare-hall the yearly 
value of 1081. in lands, for the 
maintenance of three fellows, and 
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eight {cholars. And departing this 
life on the 7th of Feb. 1621-2, 
was buried in the chapel of Sr. 
John the Baptift, in the collegiate 
church of St. Peter’s at Weitmin- 
fler; where there is a ftately monue 
ment ereGed to his memory, 

His lordthip, by his laft wife, had 
only one daughter, Sophia-Anne, 
buried Sept. 15, 1621 ; bythe firft, 
one of the coheirs of John Nevil, 
lord Latimer, he had five fons and 
eight daughters, viz. William, 
who fucceeded him, born anno 
1506; Sir Richard Cecil, born anno 
1570, anceltor to the prefent earl 
of Exeter; Sir Edward Cecil, 
born 1571, created vilcount Wim- 
bleton; Chriftopher, drowned in 
Germany; and Thomas, born in 
1578, who married Anne, daughter 
of Sir Robert Leigh of London, 
kne. by whom he had four children, 
Benjamia, Charles, Dorothy, and 
Anne. His daughters were thefe ; 
Catharine, who died fingle ; Lucy, 
married to William marquis of Win- 
chelter, by whom the had iffue John 
marquis of Winchelter, father to 

Yharles duke of Boiton; Mildred, 
firft married to Sir Thomas Read, 
knt. and afterwards to Sir Edmund 
‘Trafford of Trafford, in Lancahhire, 
knt. Mary, to Edward lord Denny, 
afterwards created earl of Norwich, 
who had an only daughter, mar- 
ried to James Hay vilcount Don- 
calter, and earl of Carlile; which 
title alfo foon failed; Sulan, who 
died fingle ; Elizabeth, married firft 
to Sir William Hatton, kant. and 
afterwards to Sir Edward Coke, 
kot. lord chief-juftice of the King’s- 
Bench, who had by her one daush- 
ter, Frances, marricd to Thomas 
Villiers vifzount Purbeck, brother 
to the duke of Buckingham ; Doro- 
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thy, to Sir Giles Allington of Horf- 
heath, in Cambridgethire, knt. and 
Frances, to Sir Nicholas Tufton of 
Hotbfield, in Lancafhire, knight, 
afterwards eal of Thanet. His 
Jordthip’s third fon, Si Edward 
Cecil before-mentioned, was one of 
ihe moft famous generals of his 
time, having ferved in the wars in 
the Netherlands thirty-five years, 
with great applaule; efpecially at 
the battle of Newport, where he 
commanded the Engitth horfe. He 
was alfo marfhal, and general of 
the forces fent by king James, and 
king Charles 1. againft the Spa- 
niards and Impcrialifts. 

On Nov. oth, in the firft year of 
the reign of king Charles lt. he was 
advanced to the dignity of baron 
Cecil of Pultney ; and the year fol- 
lowing, created vifcount Wimble- 
ton, in Surry; after his return from 
the wars, was made one of his ma- 


jefty’s privy-council, lord-lieutenant 
of Surrey, and governor of Portf- 


mouth. He married three wives, 
firft Theodofia, daughter of Sir 
Andrew Noel of Dalby, in Leicefter- 
fhire, knt. anceftor to the earl of 
Gainfborough, by whom he had 
four daughters, Dorothy, who died 
fingle ; Albiria, married to Sir 
Chriftopher Wray of Barlings, in 
Lincolnfhire, kot. Elizabeth, to 
Francis lord Willoughby of Par- 
ham; and Frances to James, fon 
and heir of William vifcount Say 
and Sele. His fecond wife was 
Diana, daughter to Sir William 
Drury of Hal{tede, in Suffolk, knt. 
one of the cohcirs to Sir Robert 
Drury of Halftede, knt. by whom 
he had only one daughter, Anne, 
who died in her infancy, And by 
his third wife, Sophia, daughter to 
Sir Edward Zouch of Woking, in 
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Surrey, kot. he had an only fon 
Algernon, who likewif died in his 
infancy. And refigning his breath 
at Wimbleton, Nov. 16, 1638, was 
buried there. His eldeft brother, 
William, earl of Exeter, was mar. 
ried in his youth to Elizabeth, fole 
daughter and heir to Edward 
Manners ear] of Rutland: this lady 
dying on the sith of April isgi, 
was buried in Weftminiter-abbey, 
leaving an only fon William; who 
in right of his mother, bore the 
title of lord Roos. His fecond wite 
was Elizabeth, daughter pf Sir-Wil- 
liam Drury of Haktede, in Suffolk ; 
by whom he had only three daugh- 
ters ; Elizabeth, wife of Sic Thomas 
Howard knight of the Bath, (after. 
wards created lord Howard of 
Charleton, vifcounr Andover, and 
earl of Berkfiiire) Diana, firft mare 
ried to Henry Vere earl of Oxtord; 
and feconcly to ‘Thomas lord Bruce, 
earl of Elgin in Scotland, afcer- 
wards created earl of Alifbury ; and 
Anne, to Henry lord Gray of 
Grooby, afterwards created ear! of 
Stamford. His lordfhip’s only fon 
William, lord Roos, married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Sir Thomas Lake, 
knt. Principal fecretary of ftate ; 
and was fent ambaffador into Spain 
to the emperor Matthias; after 
which, being on his travels ia Italy, 
he died without iffue at Naples, 
on the 27th of June, 1618, as was 
fufpe&ed by poiton, 

The before-mentioned William, 
earl of Exeter, his father, was in- 
fialled one of the knights of the 
Garter at Windfor, on the sth of 
O€tober 1630, being then of the 
privy-council to king ‘Charles }. 
And dying feven years after, was 
buried on the 8th of July 1640, by 
his father, in the chapebef St. John 
Baptift,

Baptift, in Weltminfter - abbey. 
Leaving no male-iffue, his nephew 
David Cecil, fon and heir to Sir 
Richard Cecil, his brother, fucceed- 
ed him in his honours. Sir Richard 
Cecil refided at Wakerly, in the 
county of Northampton; and in 
the 39th year of queen Elizabeth, 
was elected a member in the parlia- 
ment called by king James 1. when 
waiting on his majefty at Wooltock, 
in Oxfordfhire, had the honour of 
knighthood conferred on him on 
the 28th of Aug. 1616. The re- 
maining part of king James’s reign 
he ferved in parliament for Stam- 
ford, and having married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Anthony Cope of 
Hanwell, in Oxfordfhire, knt. and 
baronet, had iffue David, -his fon 
and heir before-mentioned ; which 
David fucceeded his uncle William 
eal of Exeter, in his honours, in 
the year 1640, but found the eftate 
much diminifhed by the fortunes of 
the three coheirs, and the dowers 
of two widows, his grandfather’s, 
and his uncle’s. The former how- 
ever died foon after; and the latter 
in 1658, and Was buried at the 
upper-end of the fouth-ifle, under 
the north-wall, in the parish church 
of St. James’s Clerkenwell. 

The faid David, earl of Exeter, 
married Elizabeth, danghterto Joha 
earl of Bridgewater, by whom he 
had fix fons and three daughters ; 
Thomas, the youngett of the fons, 
was buried at Tinwell, in Rutland- 
fhire, the 28th of May 1641; and 
Elizabeth, one of the daughters, 
was buried there, Nov. 13, 1638. 
Anne, another daughter, died young; 
and Frances was married to Sir An- 
thony Athley Cooper, afterwards 
earl of Shaftefbury. His fons. that 
furvived him, were John earl of 
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Exeter; William and David. And 
his lordthip dying at London, on 
the 18th of April 1643, was buried 
in the church of St. Martin’s, Stam. 
ford, near the remains of William 
lord Burghley his great grand- 

father. John earl of Exeter was 
only fix years of age, anno 1634 3 
and by the lady Frances, his firit 
wife, daughter to John earl! of Rut- 
land, had three children, John earl 
of Exeter, David, who died young ; 
and one daughter, Frances, married 
to John lord vifcount Scudamore, 
in the kingdom of Ireland. She died 
in June 1694, leaving one fon, 
James lord vifcount Scudamore, 

whofe daughter and heir, Frances, 

was married to the late duke of 
Beaufort: on July 17, 1662, he was 

conftituted lord-lieutenant of the 
county of Northampton. His fe- 
cond wife was the lady Mary, 

daughter to Mildmay Fane, ear! of 
Weftmoreland, widow to Sir Brian 

Palmes of Aftwell, in Rutlandhire, 

knt. but had no iffue by her. He 

died at Burghiey-houfe, near Stam- 

ford, on the 18th of March 1637-8, 

and was buried in St. Martin’s- 

church. 

He was fucceeded in his honours 
by John lord Burghley, his only 
furviving fon, who married Anne, 
only daughter of William earl of 
Devonfhire, and filter to William 
duke of Devonfhire, a lady cele- 
brated by Mr. Prior, in one of his 
firft poems; and her lord was his 
patrom. It is from Burghley he 
dates his ingenious epilile to Pleet- 
wood Shephard, Efq; the was widow 
of Charles lord Rich, fon and heir 
of Charles earl of Warwick. The 
earl of Exeter had by her John, hi 
fon and heir; William Cecil of 
Snape, in the county of York, Efq; 
Was 









was feveral times member for Stam- 
ford, as was his brother Cliarles, 
after him; and Edward, wo ail 
three died unmarried; the Jatter 
was at the fiege of Barcelona, inthe 
reign of queen Anne, and died in 
that kingdom, after raifing the 
fiege : alfo, four daughters, Chrit- 
tian, Anne, and Frances, who died 
young ; and Elizabeth, married to 
Charles Boyle, late earl of Orrery in 
Ireland, and baron of Marttown in 
England. ‘This noble earl had a 
learned education, and an excellent 
genius, for the improvement where- 
of he twice vifited Rome, and the 
moft polite parts of Europe; fo 
that no perfon was better adapted 
to adorn the court, or more proper 
to dire&t the adminiftration of pub- 
lic affairs. But choofing a retired 
life, he refided chiefly in the coun- 
try, in great honour and reputa- 
tion; being affable and pleafing to 
his friend, bountiful to the poor, 
and a conftant affertor of the reli- 
gion and liberties of his country. 
His lady was a faithful companion 
in his travels, and prefent when he 
died in his laft returning from 
Rome, in the ville of Iffy near Paris; 
fhe furvived him three years, and 
was buried by him, under a very 
magnificent andelegant monument, 
brought, among other exquifite 
works, from Rome, and ereéted in 
the church of St. Martin’s, in Stam. 
tord. 

His eldeft fon and heir, John earl 
of Exeter, ferved in parliament for 
the county of Rutland, in 1695 and 
1698; and on the death of his fa- 
ther, took his feat in the houfe of 
Peers on the 23th of March 1700; 
and the oaths as lord-lieutenant of 
the county of Rutland, on Dec. 11, 
His lordthip married firtt, 
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in Feb. 1696-7, Annabella, daugh- 
ter of John Bennet, lord Offulfton, 
who dying in Aug. 1698, he had 
no iffue by her. He next married 
Lilizabeth, eldeft daughter, and one 
of the coheirs of Sir John Brown- 
low of Belton, in the county of 
Lincoln, baronet. “They were mar- 
ried in September 1699, and her 
Jadythip died in the 43d year of 
her age, on the 28th of Nov. 1723. 
They had iffue five fons, John lord 
Burleigh ; Brownlow, late earl of 
Exeter ; William, (who having been 
educated with his brother, the late 
lord, at St. John’s college Cam- 
bridge, where moft of his predeceffors 
had ftudied, gave great hopes of 
keeping up the luftre of the family ; 
but he died very early to the con- 
cern of all who had the happinefs 
of his acquaintance) Francis, and 
Charles, who died unmarried. Alfo 
a daughter, lady Elizabeth, the wife 
of William Aiflabie, Efq; chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and of the 
privy council, to his late majefty 5 
which lady died on the 6th of April, 
1733, leaving feveral children. His 
lordthip refigned bis breath on the 
21ft of Dec. 1721, and was buried 
with his anceftors at Stamford. 

He was fucceeded in his honours 
by John lord Burleigh, his eldeft 
fon and heir; but he dying un- 
married on the oth of April 1722, 
was fucceeded by his brother and heir, 
Brownlow Cecil, Efq; then member 
of parliament for Stamford. He 
married, in the year 1724, Hannah- 
Sophia, daughter of Thomas Cham- 
bers of Derby, Efq; by whom he 
had two fons and three daughters ; 
the right honourable Brownlow, lord 
Burleigh, now earl of Exeter ; lady 
Margaret-Sophia Cecil, who died in 
Feb. 1737-8; the hon. ‘Thomas 
Chanbess 
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Chambers Cecil, born July 25th, 
1728; lady Elizabeth Cecil, born 
July 22, 17293 and lady Anne, 
born in 1734- His lordthip dying 
on Nov. 3, 1754, was fucceeded in 
his honours and eftate by his éldeft 
on. 

Brownlow, now earl of Exeter, 
was elected member of parliament 
for Stamford, and likewife for the 
county of Rutland; he was alfo 
chofen for the fame county for the 
parliament which met on the 31ft 
of May 1754. On June 22,1752, 
his lordthip took the oaths as lord- 
Keutenant and cuftos rotulorum of 
the faid county of Rutland. “His 
lordfhip married, July 24, 1749, 
Letitia, fole dayne and heir of 
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Horatio Townfhend, Efq; on: of 
the commiffioners of the P.xcife.

HIDES DNDN DID PO YOVIONS 


A Grnealogital Account of Compton, Earl of Northampton. 


T HIS noble family are def&end- 

ed trom the Comprtons of 
Compton, in Warwickfhire, who 
were lords of that place before the 
conqueft. The firft time we find 
this family mentioned in hiftory, is 
in the reign of Edward the Confef- 
for; but it does not appear that 
they had taket the -furname of 
Compton, till the reign of Henry If. 
Sir Henry Compton was created 
baron of Compton in the fourteenth 
year of the reign of queen Elizabeth, 
and accordingly took his feat mtbe 
Houle of Peers. He was one of 
the peers appointed for the trial of 
the queen of Scots; and attended 
as one of the four principat afirftants 
to her corpfe at her funcral. In 
the fixteenth year of James I. Wil- 
liam ford Compton was created 
earl of Northampton in the bifhop’s 

April, 1763, 
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palace at Salifbuty, and inftalled 
one of the knights companions of 
the moft noble order of the Garter 
onthe 2iftof April 1629. 

George Comptoh, late earl of 
Northampton, was-confituted lord- 
lieutenant of Warwiekthire by king 
James J]. on the 29th of Marctt 
1686; but on refufitg to join in 
the meafures propofed fut repeal 
the penal laws, his commifion was 
fuperfeded, and the ear! of Sunder- 
land made lord-lieutenant and cuires 
rotulorum fn his ftead. 

In the next reign, of the 16rh 
of March 1688, he was again con- 
ftituted lord-lieutenant of Warwick- 
fhire ¢ and at the coronation of king 
William, and queen Mary, carried 
the fcepter and crofs. On the ac- 
ceffion of Queen Anne, his lordfhip 
was fworn one of the privy-councit, 
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on the 21{t of May 1702, and in 
1712, conftituted conitable of the 
‘Tower of London, and lord-lieute- 
nant of the Tower hamlets. 

On the acceflion of king George I. 
he was continued in the fame potts ; 
but in 1717, refigned his office as 
econftable of the Tower, and lord- 
Jieutenant of the hamlets. Ja the 
year 1686, his lordthip married 
Jane, youngelt daughter of Sir 
Stephen Fox, knt. and by his lady, 
who died on the roth of July 1721, 
he had iffue four fons and fix 
daughters,

of Northampton. 

3. Stephen Compton, who died 
young. 

4. Charles Compton. 

The latter was conftituted con- 
ful at Lifbon, and conful-general in 
the dominions of Portugal, on the 
zoth of May 1727; and on the 16th 
ef January 1741, was appointed 
his majelty’s envoy-extraordinary 
at the court of Portugal. On the 
14th of Augnit 1727, he married 
Mary, only daughter of Sir Berk- 
Jey Lucy, bart. by whom he hath 
iffue two fons, Charles and Spencer, 
and four daughters; Mary, firft 
married to capiain Haddock, and 
fecondly to captain Scot, beth ia 
the fea-fervice ; Jane, married Feb. 
2, 1753, to George Bridges Rod- 
ney, Efq; Catharine and Elizabeth 
unmarried, 

Of the daughters, lady Elizabeth 
died unmarried in 1742 ; lady Mary 
was married in Aprilr7og, to Wm. 
Gore of Tring, in Hertfordthire, 
Eiq; member of parliament for the 
borough of St. Albans, and died at 
Tring, in Auguit 1737. Lady

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Jane died uomarried: Lady Anne 
was married on the 16th of O&ober 
1729, to Sir John Rufhout of North. 
wick, bart. and has ifflue a fon and 
two daughters; Lady Penelope, 
and lady Margaret, are both un- 
married. 

His lordfhip was married on the 
2d of July 1726, to his fecond lady, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir James 
Ruthout of Northwick, in the coun- 
ty of Worceiter, bast. and reli& of 
Sir George Thorold, bart. by whom 
he had no iffue ; and dying on the 
15th of April 1727, was buried with 
his anceftors at Compton, in War- 
wick flire. 

He was fucceeded by his eldeft 
fon James, who in the oth year of 
queen Anne, was elected one of the 
knights for Worcellerfhire, and 


having diftinguifhed himfelf in the 
houfe of Commons, was called up 


by writ to the Houfe of Peers, on 
the deceafe of his father. On the 
3d of March 1716, he married 
Elizabeth, fifler and heir. of the 
right hom. Robert Shiriey, lord 
vifcount Tamworth, grandfon and 
heir apparent to the right honour- 
able Robert Shirley earl Ferrers. 
By her he had iffue one fon and 
three daughters; viz. James, born 
July 6, 1723, and died Nov. 28, 
1739: lady Jane, amd lady Anne, 
who both died unimarried; and 
lady Charlotte, married to the hon. 
George Townhhend, eldeft fon and 
heir of Charles lord vifcount Townf- 
hend. His lordthip died in Nov. 
1745, leaving no male-iffue, where- 
by his honours and part of his 
eftate devolved on his brother 
George, now earl of Northampton, 

His lordfhip was elected member 
of parliament for the borough of 
Tamworth in #727, and again in 
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1734, bat made his election for the 
borough of Northampton. On 
the 2d of Feb. 1742, he was ap- 
pointed a lord of the treafury, and 
on the 18th re-elected for the bo- 
rough of Northampton, He was 
continued member for the fame 
place, till called up by writ to the 
Houfe of Peers on the death of his 
brother. He married, on the 13th 
of Sept. 1759, the lady Anne So- 
merfet, daughter of Charles, late 
duke of Beaufort, by whom he hath 
ifue a daughter, born June 26, 
1760.

HE fum of 20,0001, being 

granted to his majefty, upon 
account, towards defraying the 
charge of pay and cloathing for the 
unembodied militia, for one year, 
from the 25th day of March 1752; 
in order that thacharge of pay and 
cloathing for fuch militia may be 
duly and properly defrayed and 
fatisfied. 

Where the militia is or fhall be 
raifed, but not embodied, the re- 
ceiver-general -of the county fhall 
iffue tour months pay in advance, 
according to the eftablifiment of 
pay here fet down; that is to fay, 
for the pay of four calendar months 
in advance, at the rate of 6s. a day 
for each adjutant ; 1s, each ferjeant, 
with the addition of 2s. 6d. a week 
for each ferjeant-major ; 6d. a day 
for, each drummer, with the addi- 
tion of 6d, a-day for each drum- 


major ; five-pence a month for each 
private man and drummer, for de- 
fraying contingent expences; and 
alfo half a year’s falary to the regi- 
ment and battalion clerks; at the 
rate of sol. a-year, and allowances 
to the clerks of the general and fub- 
divifion meetings, at the rate of 51. 
58. for each general meeting ; and 
30s. for each fubdivifion meeting ; 
and pay for cloathing of the militia 
after the rate of 3). 10s. for each 
ferjeant, 2]. for each drummer, with 
the addition of zos. for each ferjeant- 
major, and each drum-major; and 
where the militia hath not already 
been cloathed, or not been cloathed 
within three years, 30s. for each 
ptiyate man. 
_ The above fums fhall not be paid, 
if pay has not before been iffued, 
till the lord-lieutenant or deputies 
fhall have certified to the treafury 
Bb2 and 
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and receivers-general the inrolment 
of thee fifths of the men and 
officers. 

The money fhall be iffued by the 
receiver-general to the clerk of the 
regiment or batralion (except the 
allowances to the clerks of meetings) 
upon producing the warrant of his 
appointment ; and for independent 
companies, to the refpective cap- 
tains, or to their order: a fecond 
payment fliall alfo be made within 
three months after the firit; anda 
third within three months after the 
fecond. Receipts of the perfons 
to whom the moncy fhall be paid, 
fhall difcharge the receivers general. 

The regiment and battalion 


clerks fhail pay in advance one 
month’s pay to the adjutant, and 
two months pay to each captain, 
for the ferjeants, fetjeant-major, 
drummers, and drum-miajor and 
contingent expences of his company. 


Captains thall diftribute the pay ac- 
cordingly ; and account for the 
fame yearly to the clerk, or, if an 
independent company, to the re- 
ceiver-yeneral, and pay back the 
furplus monies in his hands, except 
the contingent expences, which fha!l 
be accounted for, and applied to the 
general ufe of the regiment, &c, 
Captains of independent companies 
fhall diftribute the pay to their men, 
and apply the money allowed for 
contingent expences. 

The clerk fhall retain money in 
his hands for his own falary ; and 
fhall difcharge the cloathing-bills. 

When the lord-lieutenant and 
deputies fhall have fixed the days 
of exercife, they fhall certify the 
fame to the receiver-general, fpeci- 
fying the number of men, and days 
they fhall be abfent from home. 
The reeciver-general fhall iffue 
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thereupon pay for the men to the 
regimental clerk, &c. who thall 
pay over the faine to the refpedtive 
captains, : 

Captains thall make field return 
to the commanding-officer; and 
keep account of every day’s exercife, 
to be examiied and compared with 
the return. 

Captains fhall make up their ae. 
count of all monies received, by 
way of debtor and creditor, to be 
figned by them, and counter. figned 
by the commanding officer, and de- 
hvered with the balance, to the 
clerk, or receiver-general : which 
accounts fhall be allowed {o be fuf- 
ficient vouchers at the receipt of 
the Exchequer. 

During the time the troops’ are 
embodied, and called out into aétua] 
fervice, and receive. pay as the 
king’s other forces, all pay from 
the receivers general fhall ceafg. 

The clerk of the general meet- 
ings fhall be paid his allowance, 
upon producing an order from the 
lord-lieutenant or three deputies ; 
and the clerks of the fubdivifion 
meetings upon producing a ike or- 
der from one deputy lieut. which 
orders fhall difcharge receivers-gee 
neral. 

Regimental and _ battalion clerks 
fhall give fecurity for paying and 
accounting for the monies received 
by them ; the bonds fhall be lodged 
with the receivers-general, and put 
in fuit by them on non- performance 
of the condition; and they fhall 
be intitled thereupon to full cofts 
and charges, and sl. per cent. of 
the money recovered; the refidue 
to be accounted for to the auditor, 

The regimental and battalion 
clerks, and captains of independent 


companies, fhall deliver in accounts 
of

of their receipts and difburfements, 
and pay over the balance, to the 
receivers-gencral ; who fhall tran(- 
mit the accounts into the auditor’s 
office. Penalties, &c. fhall be re- 
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coverable in any court of record.

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Copy of a Letter written by @ noble Duke to the Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge, 


Rev. Sir, - C—t, April 6, 1763. 

Received here yefterday the fa- 

vour of your letter of the 4th,’ 
tranfmitting to me the Addrefs, 
which the Univeriity have thought 
proper to make to his majefty, on 
occafion of the peace. 

«| am extremely forry, that any 
thing fhould prevent my attending 
the Univerfity with their addrefs to 
the king. Nobody can be more 
ready, and defirous, to thew his 
duty and loyalty, to his majefty, 
upon all occafions, than myfelf; or, 
as far as in me lies, to promote and 
encourage, in the Univerfity, thofe 
principles of fteadinefS and affection 
to the Proteftant fucceffion, happily 
eftablithed in his majefty, and his 
royal family, which now, for many 
years, Lhave had the pleafure to fee 
fo uniformly purfued, and fo warm- 
ly exerted there. 

“I apprehend, from feveral ex- 
preffions in the addrefs, which I 
own | cannot approve, and which I 
fhould have objected to, if 1 had 
been previoufly confulted, that my 
attendance, upon this occafion, will 
not be confiftent with the part, 
which I, and other lords, thought 
gurfelves obliged to take, when the 


confideration of the preliminaries 
was before the parliament. IJ theres 
fore hope, that it will not be 
thought want of duty to the king, 
or of refpect to the Univerfity, (in 
neither of which will I ever be 
guilty of the leaft failure) if I defire 
you, Sir, (as has been very frequent- 
ly done in our late chancellor’s 
time) to acquaint the fecretary of 
ftate, that the Univerfity had agreed 
upon an addrefs to his majefty; 
and that you defire to know from 
his lordhhip, when you, and the 
Univerfity, may attend his majefty 
with it. This, I believe, has been 
the method moft frequently follow- 
ed by the Univerfity of Oxford, and 
in feveral inftances, as I mentioned 
before, in the duke of Somerfet’s 
time. 

* If you write to the fecretary of 
ftate, as foon as you receive this, 
you may have his lordfhip’s anfwer 
time enough for you to come to 
town on the Monday, if his majefty 
fhould think proper to appoint (as 
you fuppofe Wednefday) this day 
fe’nnight, for receiving the Univer~ 
fity. '

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A Short Account of the prefent King of Spain, from Letters concerning thy 
Spanith Nation, by the Rev. Mr. Clark, who was Chaplain to the Earl of 
Briftol, wen Ambajador to Spain, in 1760, and 1761. 


ON Carlos III. the prefent king 
of Spain, was born in Madrid 
the 20th of January 1716. He 
yeas proclaimed king of Naples and 
Sicily in 17343 and on the rith 
of September 1759, w2s proclaim- 
ed king of Spain, in Madrid, hav- 
ing landed at Barcelona the roth of 
Auguit preceding ; at which time 
the Spaniards bad fo few failors, 
shat they had great difficulty in 
manning the fleet witich brought 
him from Italy. The kings of 
Spain are never crowned ; inttead 
of it they make a public entry into 
Madrid with great pomp and mag- 
nificence: and the prefent monarch 
made his public entry the 13th of 
luiv 1760, ina coach of mafly filver, 
drawn by eight fine Neapolitan 
hortes. 

Though his Catholic majefty is 
row fu his forty-fixth. year, yet 
thooting is {till his ruling pafiion ; 
and Be is fo eager at his diverfion, 
teat when the days are fhort, he 
often Moots by torch-light: During 
three days that he ftaid at Toledo, 
he killed fix Mountain-cats ; which 
expedition coft him 1oool. a cat: 
he is the ereateft Nimrod of his 
time; he facrifices every thing to 
this favourite pleafure; and was 
difgufted at his public entry, be- 
cauie it hindered him of four days 
fporr. 

The king is in his perfon tall, 
round-fhoulJered, big-boned, of a 
dark complexion, {mall-eyed, and 
has a very large prominent Roman 


nofe. His drefs is as plain as pof- 
fible, too homely for a prince. He 
commorgy wears a plain cloth-frock, 
aleather-wailtcoat,leather-breeches, 
boots always made in London, a 
large pair of tanned gloves, and 
ufually carries a gun upon his 
fhoulder, attended by fervants, car- 
rying guns, powder, fhot, water, 
wine, victuals, cloaths, &c. and fre. 
quently dead game, fuch as wolves, 
hares, rooks, gulls, &c, 

He rifes at feven in the morning, 
opens his own fhutters, writes what 
letters and difpatches he has to do, 
and then fets out, let it rain or fhine, 
for the chace, or rather fhooting ; 
for he never hunts as we do in 
England. His /aite on thefe occa- 
fions commonly confilts of the In- 
fant Don Lewis; the great officer 
in waiting, ufually the duke de 
Lozada; the body guards, and 
three or four coaches and fix, with 
which there is always a furgeon, in 
cafe of any accident. 

His majelty returns from this 
diverfion before noon, and dines 
regularly at eleven, and always in 
public, attended by the foreign mi- 
nifters, and other people of diftine- 
tion about the court. He ufually 
eats of fix things, drinks three times, 
and is not long at table. After 
dinner he fets out to fhoot again, 
and feldom returns till dark. Theu 
he hears his own minifters of ftate 
for an hour; after which he fits 
with the queen-mother in her apart- 
me€nt, and goes to bed between 

nige 
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nine and ten, This is the general 
and cunftant round of his Catholic 
majefty’s life. 

Don Carlos, on the 19th of June 
1739» married Maria Amelia Cinif- 
tina, daughter of Auguitus IIL. king 
of Poland, and eleétor of Saxony. 
She was born on the 24th of No- 
yember 1724; and died at Madrid 
the 27th of September 1760. She 
had iffue by him fix fons and two 
daughters. 

His majefty is referved beyond 
the common referve of princes, has 
no confidant, and communicates 
his will only by his orders to put it 
into execution. He can neither be 
led nor driven ; all muit come from 
himfelf. He allows no minifter to 
remon{trate or argue with him: and 
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he engaged in the late war with 
England contrary to the fentimentrs 
of his miniiters, and in dire& oppes 
fition to the voice of the whole as- 
tion, 

It was expe&ed, in i732, that 
upon our introduction of Don Carlos 
and his garrifons into” Italy, ia 
confequence of the treativs of 
Vieona, that the Spaniards would 
award full reparation to our injured 
merchants; but that was very far 
from proving the cafe: and fince 
his acceflion to the crown of Spain, 
we have experienced nothing bat 
the fame fort of favour from the 
hands of this prince, who we fir 
made a king, and whofe fon is now 
fuffered to hold the kingdom of the 
Two Sicilies.

pHs late queen of Spain, con- 
fort of the prefent king 
Charles IH. died September 27, 
1760, aged 35, after the had reign- 
ed only one year and fourteen days. 
She was a daughter of the prefent 
king of Poland, and had fuffered 
greatly for the diftreffes of her fa- 
ther, who had been driven from his 
eleorate by the king of Pruffia: 
fhe had lived twenty years with his 
prefent majefy. . She was in a bad 
itate of health when he came firft 
ina Spain, catched the meafles at 
Seragofa, then a cold: and after- 
wards was taken ill with a fever 
and flux at St. Ildefonfo, in Sep- 
tember, and upon its increafe re- 
turned to Madrid; when beth thofe 
diforders {till kept harraffing and 
weal.ening her, till they at laft ead.

Every art of phyfic was ufed to 
fave her, and every Spanifh faint 
invoked, but all in vain, They 
brought the image of St. Iidre 
to her, and fome were fetched even 
from Toledo and Alcala de Henares + 
but neither the interpofition of 
faints nor fubjeéts could avail any 
thing; though all «he churches of 
Madrid were crowded with people, 
offering up prayers for her recovery, 
fate was inexorable, and death re- 
lentlefs. The nuncio came and 
gave her the laft papal benedi&ion, 
and by thar means conveyed to her 
the firft notice of her approaching 
diffolution ; fhe received the fhock 
with fome furprize, but with much 
piety, refignation, and refolution.

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‘was now of no advantage to her, 
that fhe ever was a queen—he re- 
arp «Your majefty has certainly 
ad much greater opportunities of 
doing pa and which have not 
been neglected.” She*lingered 4 
day or two after this, till the deli- 
rium came on, attended with con- 
vulfions, and at length expired 
about three o’clock in the after- 
noon, 

“The next day fhe was laid in 
ftate in the Caffon, or great hall of 
the Buen Retiro; the lay upon a 
fpond covered with gold tiflue, un- 
der a canopy of ftate: the was 
drefied in a plain cap, tied witha 
broad white fattin-ribband, and 
with a {mall black egret over her 
fore-head: on each fide the fpond 
were fix large girandoles, of Mexi- 
can filver, about four feet high, with 
large tapers burning, and round the 


room were feveral altars with gold 


and filver candlefticks, On the 
right-hand fide of the {pond, at the 
feet, knelt the duchefs of Medina 
Sidonia, behind her another lady 
of diftin&ion, and then an exempt, 
and on each fide ftood two purfui- 
vants bearing the crown and {ceptre. 
The ladies were relieved every 
hour by others, fuch as the duchefs 
of Burnombile, the duchefs of 
Arcos, &c. but the purfuivants were 
obliged to remain the whole 
twenty-four hours. Thus lay 
the queen all that day and night ; 
on the zgth fhe was carried to the 
Efcurial in this manner: about 
feven o’cluck in the evening the 
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proceflion began from the gate of 
the Buen Retiro in this order ; 
firft came forty Carmelite monks 
on horfeback, each with a torch 
in one hand, and the bridle in the 
other; then as many Cordeliers, 
and laft of all the Dominicans, al} 
with torches in their hands: then 
a body of the guards on horfeback, 
without tapers, headed by the duke 
of Veraguez, or duke of Berwick, 
Thefe were followed by the Sacrifk 
in his cope, bearing a gold crucifix, 
at the head of the curates. Thea 
the ftate-coach with the queen’s 
body, followed by two Carofés de 
Refpe@; then the duke of Alva; 
behind him the Inquifttor-general, 
with fome other people of diftinc- 
tion, fuch as the duke of Arcos, 
&c. then followed another body of 
the guards, and laft of all a fuite 
of coaches. Thefe were obliged 
to travel in this manner all the 
night, with their torches burning, 
which muft be a vaft expence ; it 
being eight leagues to the Efcurial, 
and they propofed burying her 
majefty about eight o’clock the 
next morning. The Monks are 
paid for this journey, and they 
commonly fhare the tiffue pall be- 
tween them. And thus ended the 
folemnities of this funeral, which 
1 thall conclude with the moral of 
our Englith poet :

T H E city of Manila is fituated on the 
ifland of Luconia, the largeft of the 
Philippine iflands, being 400 miles long ; 
infome places 200, in others not 100 
miles broad. It is fituated in the Pacific 
Ocean, between 117 and 123 degrees 
of Welt longitude, and between 12 and 
19 degrees North latitude; about 300 
miles South Eaft from China. 

The ifland of Luconia iseftmated to he 
extremely healthy : it produces all the fruits 
of the warm ‘climates: the water found 
upon it is faid to be the beft in the world, 
The ifand abounds in a mioft excellent 
breed of horfes, fuppofed to be carried 
thither firft from Spain. The bay and 
port of Manila, which lies on its weftern 
fide, is perhaps the meft remarkable on 
the whole globe; the bay being a large 
circular bafon, near ten leagues in diame- 
ter, great part of it entirely land-lecked, 
On the eaft fide of this bay ftands the 
city of Manila, which is large and popu- 
lous; and which in the yéar 1738, was 
only an open place, its principal defence 
confifting in a fmall fort, which was al- 
moft furrounded on every fide by houfes; 
but during the war that was ended by the 
treaty of Aix la Chapelle, confiderable 
additions were made to its fortifications. 

The Philippine ilands were difcovered 
hy the Spaniards about the year 1519. 
Being not far diftant from thofe places 
which preduced {pices (of which the Por- 
tuguefe held at that time the envied pof- 
feflion) and being very well fituated for 
the Chinefe trade, and for the commerce 
of other parts of India, a communica- 
tion was foon eftablifhed, and carefully 
fupported, between thefe iflands and the 
Spanifh colonies on the coaft of Peru: 
whence the city of Manila became in 
a fhort time the market for all Indian com- 
modities, which were bought up by the 
inhabitants, and annually fent to the 
South Seas to be there vended on their ac- 
count. And the returns of this commerce 
to Manila being principally mate in filver, 
the place by degrees grew extremely opu- 
kent. In the infancy of this trade it was 
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carried on from the port of Calao to the 
city of Manila, in which navigation the 
trade wind continually favoured them; 
fo that notwithftanding thefe places were 
diftant between three and 4000 leagues, 
yet the voyage was often made in little 
more than two months: But then the 
return fo Manila was extremely trou- 
blefome and tedious, and is faid to have 
fometimes lafted above a twelvemonth, 
by their attempting to ply up within the 
limits of thetrade winds. But this courfe 
was foon laid afide by the advice of a 
Jefuit: and in compliance with the new 
plan of navigation, which has been fol- 
lowed for at leaft 160 years paft, and to 
fhorten the run both backwards and for- 
wards, the ftaple of the commerce to and 
from Manila was removed from Calao on 
the coaft of Peru, to the port of Aca- 
pulco on the coaft of Mexico. 

The trade carried on from Manila to 
China and different parts of India, is prin- 
cipally for fuch commodities as are intend - 
ed to fupply the kingdoms of Mexico and 
Peru. Thefe are, fpices and all forts of 
Chinefe filks and manufactures ; particu- 
larly filk ftockings, of which it is faid 
that no lefs than fifty thoufand pair are the 
ufual number fhipped in each cargo ; vait 
quantities of Indian ftuffs, as callicoes 
and chints, which are much worn in South 
America, together with other minuter ar- 
ticles, as goldf{miths work, &c, which is 
principally wrought at the city of Ma- 
nila itfelf by the Chinefe; for it is faid 
there are at !eaft 20,000 Chinefe who 
conftantly refide there, either as fervants, 
manufacturers, or brokers. All thefe 
different commodities are collef&ted at 
Manila, thence to be tranfported annual- 
ly in oneor more thips to Acapulco. 

This trade to Acapulco is not laid open 
to all the inhabitants of Manila, burt is 
confined by very particular rezulations, 
fomewhat analagous to thofe by which 
the trade of the regifter thips from Cadiz 
to the Welt-Indies is reftrained. The 
fhips employed in it are all the King’s hips, 
commifioned, and paid by him: and the 
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tunnage is divided jnto a certain number 
of bales all of the fame fize. Thefe are 
divided. among the convents at Manila, 
but principally to the Jefuits, asa dona- 
tion to fupport their miffions for the pro- 
pogation of the Roman Catholic faith ; 
and the convents have hereby a right to 
embaik fuch a quantity of goods on board 
the Manila fhips, as the tunnage of their 
bale amounts to; or, if they chufe not 
to be concerned in trade themfelves, they 
have the power of felling this privilege to 
others: nor is it uncommon, when the mer- 
cliant to whom they fell their fhare is un- 
provided of a flock, for the Convents to 
lend bim confiderable fums. of money on 
bottomree. . The trade is by the royal 
edits limited to a certain va'ue; but it 
always exceeds it; andthe return cannot 
be thort of three millions of detlars. 

The principal return is always made in 
filver: the reft of the cargo is but of little 
account, the other articles, befides the 
Gilver, beirg fome coshineal, and a few 
{weetmeats, the produce the Scuth 
American fet:lements, together with Eu-

fhould be carried thither by the regifter 
fhips from Europe. But the powerful in- 
trigues of the Jefuits prevented this regula- 
tion from taking place.

My Lord, 
] Do myfeif the honour of fending licut. 


col, Scott, late adjutant general, to in- 
form your lordfhip of the fuccefs of his 
majefty’s arms in the conqueft of Manila, 
the furrender of the Porte of Cavite, and 
the ceffion of the Philippine iflands, 

On the 6th of OGober we tock the ca- 
pital by ftorm, after 12 days operation, 
which are detailed in my journal. Ouor 
lofs upon this occafion, would have been 
trifling, but for the death of major More, 
a valiant good officer ; and it is with par- 
ticular fatisfaCtion I can affure your lord. 
fhip, that the firnt bravery ard perfeve. 
rance of the troops could only be equalled 
by their humanity after vidtory. Out of 
refpect and deference to admiral Cornith, 
we waited till he came on fhore, and, be- 
ing defirous to fave fo fine a city from de- 
ftruction, we jointly diétated the annexed 
condiiions to the governor general (the 
archbifhop) and the chief magiftrates, who 
moft readily embraced them. 

Conficering their critical fituation and 
vaftopulence, the terms were as reafon- 
able for them, as beneficial to us. We 
allow the India Company a third part of the 
ranfom, the whole of which amounts to a 
million fterling ; and according to my in- 
ft u€tions, 1 have this day delivered up 
Manila, one of the richeft cities aod Mands 
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in this part of the world, withthe Port of 
Cavite, to Dawfon Drake, Efq; and the 
other gentlemen appointed to receive them 
on bebalf of the Company, with all the 
artillery, ammun.tion, and warlike floves 
found therein, agreeable to the enclofed 
inventories. 

Ihave appointed major Fell, of the 7oth 
regiment, to be commandant of the gar- 
rifon, which mult confift of all the troops 
brouglt from Madrafs, as the great exrent 
of the place, its very numerous inhabitants, 
an unfettled country, with the importance 
of the Cavite, demand at leaft this force 
for an effectual fecurity. 

The feafon of the year, and condition 

of the fquadron, oblige us to defer the 
taking poiTeffion of the fubordinate places 
ceded to the crown, until the thips have 
had a fufficient repair; and I have the 
pleafure to acquaint your lordfhip, that 
the large quantity of naval fores taken 
in the royal magazines at Cavite, fuppiy 
moft excellent materiils for this purpofe, 
in which the admiral is indefatigable, 
whofe zeal for his majefty’s fervice, great 
cordiality, and conftant attention ta us 
during the whole courfe of the expedition, 
aod fatiguing progrefs of the fiege, are 
beyond all praife. The other officeis of 
the fleet exerted themfelves to the urmott 
upon every occafion, Asa fima!! acknow. 
ledgement of our many obligations to 
Mr, Kemperfeldt, the admiral’s captain, I 
begg'd his acceptance of the government 
of the citadel and port of Cavite, till it 
was given up to the company, his prudent 
and excellent regulations there were of in- 
finite utility to the public fervice. 

‘he captains Collins, Pitchford, and 
George Ourry, who commanded the bat- 
talion of feamen, behaved with great {pi- 
rit and conduct; and capt. Jocelyn, wio 
was entruited with the care of the difem 
barkations, gave us all the affiflance that 
could be wifhed or expeéted from a dili- 
gent good officer, The marine officers 
and corps were of great fervice, and the 
feamen altenithed us with mort extraordi- 
nary proofs cf a@tivity and valour, parti- 
cularly thole who affilted at our batteries.

A fournal of the proceedings of bis majfiy’s 
forces on the expedition aguinft Manila, 

T HE troops allotted for this enterprize 

were the 79th regiment, and a com- 
pany of the royal artillery. The auxilia- 
ries, furnithed by the gentlemen at Ma- 
drats, confifted of thirty of their artillery, 
600 feapoysfa company of Caffrees, one 
of Topazes, and one of pioneers; to 
which they added the precarious affiftance 
of two companies of Frenchmen, enlifted 
in their fervice, with fome hundreds of 
unarmed Lafcars for the ufe of the en- 
gincers and park of artillery, Asacom- 
penfation for this feeble fupply of men, 
they favoured us with fome very good 
officers in every branch of the fervice, 
Rear admiral Cornish reinforced our little 
army with a fine battalion of §50 feamen 
and 270 good matines, fo that the whole 
force for the land operations amounted to 
2300 men, who, with the necelfary flores, 
were embarked on board of his majefty’s 
fquadron, and tw India fhips employed 
as tranfports, with an activity and dif- 
patch that did great honour to al con- 
cerned in thofe arrangements, The pre- 
parations were begun, compleated, and 
thipped in three weeks, through a raging 
and perpetual furf, by which fome lives 
were loft. 

As major general Lawrence was of 
opinion that the fettlements would be in 
danger if more forces were, drawn from 
the coaft, the two battalions of the com- 
pany’s troops, all the cavalry, 6v00 fea- 
poys, with the part of colonel Monfon's, 
and the highlanders, then at Madrafs, 
were left for their fecurity. The Med- 
way, York and Chatham, that were hourly 
expected, had orders left for them to re- 
majn for the proteGion of the trade. We 
failed with the admiral’s divifion, the 1ft 
of Auguit, The Seahorfe, captain Grant 
was peviouly difpatcied through the 
Streights of Malacca to the entrance of 
the China fea, to ftop ail veffels that 
might be bound to Manila, or fent from 
any of our neighbouring fettlements to 
Rivethe Spaniards notice of the detfign. 
Commodore Tyddyman, with the firft 
¢ivifion of the fleet and troops under co- 
lonel Monfon, failed two days before us, 
that our watering m'ght be more f{peedily 
compleated at Malacca, where we arrived 
ihe soth of Auguit, We these bought 


wpaiarce quantity of rattans to make 
gadions, a good number of which was 
fivithed on board the feveral thips. 
The 27th we failed for our fecond ren- 
dezvous off the ifand of Timon. The 
necetfary fignals and inftru@ions were then 
given for landing on the coaft of Luconia. 
On the 23d of September we anchored 
in Manila bay, and foon found, that our 
vifit was unexpected ; the Spaniards un- 
prepared. ‘To encreafe as much as poffi- 
ble the vifible contufion and confternation 
of the enemy, we determined to lofe no 
time in the attack of the-port of Cavite 
that was at firft intended, but proceed di- 
rectly to the grand objet, judging that our 
conqueft there would of courfe occafion 
and draw after it the fallof Cavite, On 
the morning of the 2gth, we fent an inef- 
fectual fummons to the town, and, with 
the admiral and other principal officers, 
examined the coaft, in order to fix upon a 
proper fpot for landing the troops, artil- 
lery, and ftores. We founda moft con- 
venient place 2bout two miles to the South 
of Manila. Accordingly, all the boats 
were immediately prepared by the proper 
fignals ; and three frigates, the Argo, 
capt. King ; Seahorfe, capt. Grant; and 
Seaford, capt. Pelghin, were fent in very 
near the fhore to cover the defcent, The 
79th regiment, the marines, a detachment 
of artillery, with three field pieces, and 
one howitzer, fixed in the long boats, af- 
fembled in three divifions under their 
ferns ; the left commanded by colonel 
Monfon, quarter-mafler general; the 
center by me, with lieutenant colonel 
Scott, the adjutant-general; the right 
by major More, the eldeft field officer. 
As we had determined to land near a 
church and villege called Malata that was 
oppofite our left, the other two divifions, 
which had been feparated only to amufe 
and diftra&t the attention of the enemy, 
were ordered to join that as foon as poffi- 
bie. About fix in the evening we puthed, 
with an even front, for the fhore, under 
the prudent and {kilful management of the 
captains, Parker, of the Grafton, Kem- 
perfeldt, the admiral’s captain, and Brere- 
ton of the Falmouth; who had the di- 
reGliion of the boats. The frigates kept 
up a brifk fire to the right and left of us, 
to prote&t our flanks, and difperfe the 
enciny, who were beginning to affemble 
in great numbers, both horfe and foot, to 
oppofe our defcent. This cannonade had 
the

the defired effe&. They retired, and left 
us a clear coatt; but a violent furf arofe, 
many boats were dafhed to pieces, our 
arms and ammunition much damaged ; 
providentially no fives were loft. We 
formed upon the beach, marched, and 
took poffetiion of the Malata, fixed ou 
outpolts, aad paffed the whole night un- 
der arms, The Spaniards were employed 
in burning part of their fuburbs. 

The 25th we feized a fort which the 
Spaniards had abandoned, named the 
Poiverita, that proved a moft excellent 
place of arms for covering the landiog of 
our ftores, and fecuring our communi- 
cation with the fquadron. Colonel Mon 
fon, who was detached with 200 men 
to view the roads and approaches to Ma- 
mila, occupied the Herimita church, large 
and comaiodious, about geo yards from 
ehe city. We made the pricit’s houfe the 
head quarte.s ; fent orders to major More 
to march up with che 79th regimen: to 
fecure and maintain this polt, which was 
of the utmoft confequence, both trom its 
ftreneth, and the great cover it aforded 
us from the cains that had deluged the 
country, and made it impoffible to en- 
camp; for we too foon found, that 
@he Monfoon had broke upon us. The 
furf continued dangerous ; the rains en- 
creafed ; the landing our arvillery, and 
ftores, became very hazardous ; our re- 
maining troops were put on fhore with 
much peril, and fome lofs; licutenant 
Hardwick was drowned: but the courage 
yand adtivity of the feamen furmounted 


all obfacies; they got on fore part of 


the Seapoys, fome provifions, and fuch 
Mores as were firft wanted, and by; fignals 
cemanded from the fquadron; the oilicers 
of which were indefatigable in giving us 
all poffible afftitance 5 and captain Jocelys, 
wio was entrufted with the care of the 
difembarkation, did every thing that 
could be wilhed or expected from a dili- 
gent good ctiicer. We left the marines at 
our firit poit, the Malata, to be near the 
Polverilla, prefirve our communication, 
and guard our ftores and park of artillery. 
The men, from the gocd conduct and ex 

ample of their officers, behaved very 
well, and werea very great ue upon ail ec- 
eahions. As the rains had forced us to feek 
the prote@ion of the houfes that were un- 
der the fire of the baftiens ; the Spamards 
cannonaded our quarters, whi.h were 
such ncarer the walls than the ufual su cs 
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of war prefcribe. They attempted like. 
wife to burn more of their fuburbs, but 
were prevented by the great a@tivity ang 
good condu@t of captain Fletcher, major 
of brigade: and captains Stevenfon and 
Coistold, the engineers ; who having ad- 
vanced under the cover of the houfes to 
St. Jago’s church near the fea, and within 
300 yards of the town, reported its im- 
portance fo femfibly, that we polled a 
body of men there, notwithftanding its 
contiguity to their baftions. The enemy 
foon fired upon us, but not with per fe~ 
verance or effect enough to diflodge us, 
We had fome few men killed and wounded, 

26c:h. The admiral fent on thore the 
battalion of feamen under the command 
of the captains Collins of the Weymouth, 
Pitenford of the America, and George 
Ourry of the Panther. ‘They weve can. 
toned betweea the 79th regiment and the 
marines. The reft of the company’s 
troops of all forts were likewife landed, 
and put under cover, The Spaniards ad. 
vanced out of the garrifon, under the 
command of the chevalier Fayett, with 
400 men, and two field- pieces; and from 
a church, about 200 yards to the right of 
that we yeftecday took poffeffion of, near 
the fea, begun a cannonade upon theright 
flank of our p.ft. Some feapoys under 
enfign Carty, who behaved very well, 
were fent co fkirmifh with them, fupported 
by three picquets of the 79th regiment, 
and 100 feamen, all under tie command 
of colonel Monfon, who foon drove the 
enemy back into the town. Io their pre- 
Cipitate Aight, one of the field- pieces was 
left upon the glacis. 

The fuperior {kill and bravery of our 
people were {o evident from this afiair, 
that it occafioned a fecond fummons to 
the governor, but to no purpofe ; the an- 
fwer was much more fpirited than their 
conduct had been. Colonel Monfon had 
orders to Keep poffeffion of this fecond 
church, (:f he found it tenable) for as we 
kad not men enough, or dry ground to 


make regular approaches, we were forced 


into thefe meafures, rath as they feem, 
and contrary to all rules of our protection, 
by ourcritica! fituation. From the top 
of this poit, which we called No. 2, we 
had a periect view of the enemy's works, 
The front, we were obliged to attack, 
was defended by the baftions of St. Diege, 
and St. Andrew, with orillons and retired 
Gaakxs ; avavelia which covered) the royal 

gett, 
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gate, 3 wet ditch, covered way, and 
glacis. The baftions were in exctilent 
order, lined with a great number of fine 
brafs cannon; but their ravelin was net 
armed, the covered way out of repair, 
the glacis by much toe low, and the ditch 
was not produced round the capital of the 
baftion of St. Diego, which determined us 
to attacls it, and make our difpofitions ac- 
cordingly. The negligence and ormiffion of 
the enemy to poit centries in the covered 
way, gave us an Opportunity of founding 
the ditch ; which perilous enterprize was 
affected by afmall party of the 79th regi- 
ment, under captain Fletcher, who begged 
keave to undertake it: the Spaniards fired 
from their baftion, and killed or wounded 
three of cur people: the depth of. the 
water was only five feet, the breadth 
about thirty yards, 

As the great extent of this populous 
city made it utterly impotlible to invest it 
with our handful of men, two Gdes were 
conftantly open to the Spaniards to intro- 
duce fupplies of men and proviGons, and 
carry out their effects. They availed 
themfelves of our weaknefs. Their 
own garrifon of 200 men of the royal 
regiment, under the command of the 
marquis of Villa Medina, brigadier gene- 
ral, was augmented by a body of 10,000 
Indians from the province of Pampanga, 
a fierce and barbarcus people. Thete 
difadvantages were not to be remedied, 
as we could not take poffeffion ot Minon- 
do, Tondo, and la Vera Cruz, the pofts 
which commanded the river, and com- 
munication with the country, The in- 
undations had fecured their Parian fubuib; 
but no difficulties could check the ardour 
of the troops, who Jahoured inceffantly in 
making fafcines and gabions, and pre- 
paring every thing for the conftruction 
and opening of our hatteries. One for 
{mall thells was compleated this night, and 
played upon the baftion of Sr. Diego. 
Its pofition was behirid the church, neareit 
the fea, called No. 3. The officers of the 
artillery and engineers exerted them/elves 
inamanner, that nothing but their zeal 
for the public fervice cou!d have infpired. 

27th. The governor fent out a flag of 
truce, to apologize for fome barbarities 
committed by the favages lately men- 
tioned, who had murdered fome ftraggling 
feamen ; and to requeft thata nephew 
of his taken inthe Bay, might be fent on 
Gore. This gentleman had been dit- 
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patched from the Phillippina galteon puff 
arrived on the coaft from Acapulco, with 
the firit advices of the war. Hoftilities 
ceafed till eleven at night, when we re- 
commenced our fire from the mortars, en- 
creafed them to four, and placed a fix 
pounder on our left Sank, as a further 
fecurity for owr pot at St. Jago’s church. 
As the capture of the galieon, and her 
treafure might be well efleemed a national 
objeG, Mr. Cernith propofed fending 
the Panther amd Argo from ‘he fquadrom 
to intercept her, which was confented to, 
and the officers of the navy very gene- 
rowfly agreed to owr fharing any prizes 
that might he taken in this cruize, as 
we had before confented to their tharing 
with us in any beoty that might be taken 
at land ; and the diftribution to be mace 
according to the rules his majefly has fixed 
for the fea ferviee, The admiral likewife 
fent on More eight 24 pounders thip 
guns, and two 18 pounders fer our bar- 
tering train; as, to fave time, we brought 
enlythe land carriages and platforms from 
Madrafs, 

28th. The governor's nephew was 
landed. My fecretary, lieut. Fryar, was 
ordered to conduct him into the town with 
a flag of truce. In the mean time a large 
party of the gacrifon, intermixed with In- 
dians, failied out to attack our fecond 
poft Nw2, by which lieutenant Fryar was 
advancing to the Ravelin gate. The 
barbarians, without refpe&ting his cha- 
raéter, inhumanly murdered him, mang- 
ling his body in a manner too fhacking 
to mention. In their fury they mortally 
wounded the other gentleman who hac 
endeavoured to fave Mr. Fryar. Our party 
received their onfet with much firmnefs 
anc bravery, and repulfed them with fome 
Jofs on their fide. As it was evident chat 
the Indians alone were guilty of this hor- 
rid picce of barbasity, our foldiers thewed 
them no mercy. 

29th. The admiral, at my requeft, or- 
dered che Elizabeth, commodore Tiddye 


man, and the Falmouth, captain Brereton, 
to place themfelves as near the town as 


the depth of water would permit, and 
fecord our operations by enfilading the 
front we intended to attack, but the fhal- 
lows kept them at too great a diflance to 
anfwer the purpofe cffeftually, though 
their thot flruck much confufion and 
terror into the inhabitants. We continued 
our bombardment day and night. 
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“goth. The engineers t aced out admiral 
Cornith’s battery for cight 24 pounders, 
on the left of St. Jago’s church; but the 
violence of the rains retarded our progrefs; 
and the abfence of two fhips, that had on 
board a confiderable quantity of fafcines, 
and many of our working and intrenching 
tools, put us to fome inconveniences. The 
admiral’s goodnefs fupplied thefe defects : 
all the fmiths and ¢tarpenters in the ficet 
were employed in making thofe inftru- 
ments; and, by their induftry and dif- 
patch, we were enabled to proceed. The 
Elizabeth and Falmouth peifevered in their 
cannonade upon the town, which was re- 
turned from the encmy’s fea line without 
any effect, 

Otober 1ft and 2d. The weather grew 
fo very tempeftuous, that the whole fqua- 
dron was in danger, and all communica- 
tion with it entirely cut off. The violence 
of the ftorm forced the South-Sea Caftle 
ftorefhip (which was lately arrived) from 
her anchors, and drove her on fhore: even 
in this fituation the thip was of great ufe. 
Captain Sherwood enfiladed the whole 
fea-beach to the fouthward, and kept in 
awe a large body of Indians, who me- 
naced the Polverifta, and our magazines at 
the Malata. Norwithftanding the deluge 
of rain which accompanied the wind, by 
the perfeverance of the troops and feamen, 
we compleated the battery for the 24 poun- 
ders, raifed a mortar battery for the heavy 
fhells of 10 and 13 inches, mace a good 
parallel] and communication from the 
chure!; to the gun-battery, and eftablifhed 
a fpacious place of arms on the left 
of it, near the fea. The roaring of 
the waves prevented the enemy from 
hearing the noife of our workmen in 
the night. They gave us no interruptior, 
hut feemed to truft entirely to the ele- 
ments. While the gove:nor (the arch- 

bifhop) gave out, that an angel from the 
Lord was gone forth to deftroy us like 
the hoft of Sennacherib. Onthe afternoon 
of the 2d, the feamen with wonderful ac- 
tivity, brought up-and mounted ail the 
guns in the battery, which we mafked. 
3d. The weather became mogerate. At 
day-light the battery was opened againft the 
left face of the baftion of Sr. Diego, towards 
the faliant angle. One hundred feamen were 
appointed to affift the corps of artillery in 
this fervice. Our cannon, by the moft 
excellent fkill and management of major 
Barker, and the cfficers uncer him, were 
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ferved with fach juftnefs, qvicknefs, and 
dexterity, that the 12 pieces on that face 
of the baition were filenced in a few hours, 
and the Spaniards drove from them, We 
had but two men killed. 

At night we began a battery for three 
guns on the left of our place of arms, to 
tilence thofe that were in barbet upon the 
the orillon of the baftion of Sr, Ant¢rew, 
which annoyed our flank. We main. 
tained a briik fire of grape and mufketry 
all the night, to prevent the enemy from 
repairing their embrazures and femount- 
ing the cannon. The mortars now (aug- 
mented to feven) were kept conftantly 
playing upon the gorge of tlie baftion, and 
the contiguous defences, 

4th. About three hours ‘before day, 
tooo of the indians attacked the canton- 
ment of the feamen. They were encou- 
raged to this attempt ‘by the inceffant 
rains, in which they flattered themfelves 
our fire arms would be ufelefs. Their 
approach was favoured by a great num- 
ber of thick buthes that grew upon the 
fide of a rivulet, which they paffed in the 
night, and, by keeping clofe, eluded the 
vigilance of the patroles. Upon the alarm, 
colonel Monfon and captain Fletcher, 
with the picquets, were difpatched to the 
afiftance of the feamen, who very fenfibly 
kept firm in their pofts, and were con- 
tented to repulfe them, till day-break, 
when a frefh picquet of the 79th regi- 
ment appearing upon the Indians right 
flank, they fled, were purfued and dif- 
perfed with the lofs of 300 men. Had 
their fkill or weapons been equal to their 
ftrength and ferocity, it might have coft 
us dear. Although armed chiefly with 
bows, arrows, and lances, they advanced 
up to the very muzzles of our pieces, re- 
peated their affaults, and died like wild 
beafts, gnawing the bayonets. This at- 
tack colt us fome few men ; but we loft 
a moft excellent fea-officer, captain Por- 
ter, lieutenant of the Norfolk, fincerely 
and juftly lamented by us all. We had 
fcarce finifhed this affair, when another 
body of them, with part of the Spanifh 
garrifon, again attacked the church, No. 2. 
forced the Seapoys from their poft in it, 
neareft the town, took poffeffion of the 
top, from whence they killed and wounded 
feveral of our people, who were entirely 
expofed to all their weapons, Notwith- 


fianding this difadvantageous fituation, 
the European foldiers

They opened only 
an inconfiderable fire from three or four 
embrazures in the curtain, too cbligue to 
have much effe@: before night thofe de- 
finees ware ruined. 
sth. Major Barker's fire was fo vio- 
lent, that the breach appeared practicable. 
Our cannon from the three gun battery 
filenced thofe of the enemy on the Orilion 
of St. Andrew. We wete in hopes that 
the Spaniafds would be fenfible of their 
danger, and think of giving up the town. 
But they were obftinate without bravery, 
or any generous refolution of defending 
the breach, Im, the évening, the defign 
of florming the place was communi- 
cated to the principal officers of each de- 
partment only, and the neceffary prepa- 
1S made. 
At four o’clock in the morning 
¢ cff from our quarters, in {mall 
, to give the lefs fafpicion ; and, by 
dezrees, allembled at St. Jago’s church, 
obferving the utmoft filence, and conceal- 
Ing ourfelves in the place of arms, and the 
parallel between the church and the bat- 
tery. Major Barker kept up a.britk fire 
upon the works, and thofe places where 
tie enemy might be lodged or intrenched. 
Our mortars were well applied for the 
fame purpofe, At day-break we difcerned 
aiarge body of the Spaniards forted on 
the battion of St. Andrew, which gave us 
reat mto imagine they had got fome in- 
formation of our defign, amd intended to 
annoy us with their mufguetry and grape 
from the retired fanit of that baftion, 
Woere they had fill two cannon placed ; 
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but upon the explofion of fome thel!s that 
fell among them, they went off. We took 
immediate advantage of this, and by the 
fignal of a general cifcharge of our artil- 
lery and mortars, ruffied on to the affaule, 
under the cover of a thick fmoke that 
blew dire@tly tpon the town. Sixty vo- 
lynteers of differeft corps, under hutenant 
Ruffel on the roth led the way, fopported 
by the grenadiers of that regiment. The 
engincers, with the pioneers, aed other 
lear and enlarge the breach, 
and make lodgments, in cafe the enemy 
fhould have been too ftrongly intrenched 
in the gorge of the baftion, foll@wed: co- 
lone! Monfon and major More were at the 
9f two grand divifions of the 79th 3 
attalion of feamen advanced next, 
ed by the other two divifions of the 
79th; the company’s troops clofed the 
rear, ‘They all mounted the breach with 
amazing fpirit and rapidity. The few 
Spaniards upon the baftion difperfed fo 
fuddenly, that it was thought they de- 
pended upon their mines. Captain Ste- 
venfon had orders to make a ftriét fearch 
to difcover them; but our precautions 
were needlefs, We met with little re- 
fiftance, except at Royal Gate, and from! 
the galleries of the lofty houfes which 
furround the grand fquare, In the guard- 
houfe over the royal gate, too of the Spa- 
niards and Indians, who would not fur- 
render, were put to the fword, Three 
hundred more, according to the enemy's 
account, were drowned in attempting to 
efcape over the river, which was very 
deep and rapid. The governor and prin- 
cipal officers retired to the citadel, and 
were glad to furrender prifoners at difcre- 
tion, as that place was in no good pof- 
ture of defence. Capt. Dupont of the 
79th, with roo men took poffeffion of 
it. The marquis of Villa Mediana, with 
the reft of the Spanith officers, were ad- 
mitted as prifoners of war on their parole 
of honour ; and to conciliate the affec- 
tions of the natives, all the Indians who 
fell into our hands were difmiffed in fafe- 
ty. Ovr joy upon this fortunate event, 
was greatly clouded by thé lofs of major 
More, Who was transfixed with an arrow 
near the reyal gate, and died immediately, 
univerfa'}y lamented for his good quali- 
ties. Captain Sicigh of the grena- 
diers, and fome ether good officers were 
vounded. We had abcut thirty private, 
men killed or weunc:¢d, In confequente 
Dd of 
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of the terms diftated.to the Spaniards, the 
port of Cavite and citadel, with feveral 
large fhips, and a valt quantity of war- 
like and naval ftores, were furrendered 
tous, Captain Champion with too ma- 
rines, and as many (feapoys, embarked on 
board the Sealiorfe to take poffeffion of it. 
The Spanith garrifon of 300 men, on the 
approach of our people, mutiny’d againft 
their officers, plundered fome houfes, and 
went off into the country with their arms, 

As a (mall acknowledgment of the great 

fervices which the whole army had recei- 
ved from captain Kempenfelat, the admi 

ral's captain, I begeed he would act at 
Cavite with a commiifion as governer for 
his majefty, being well affured that no 
one could difcharge that truft with more 
condué and abiliues.

Copy cf a Letter from Vice Admiral Cornith, 
io Mr, Cleveland, dated in the Bay of 
Manila, the 31/8 of Oftober, 1762, 

T is with the greateft pleafure I have 

the honour to acquaint their Jordthips 
with the fuccefs of his majefty’s arms in 
the redudtion of the city of Manila, which 
was taken by ftorm on the morning of the 
6th inflant. In my letter of the 23d and 
31ft of July, 1 acquainted their lordthips 
with my proceedings to that time; after 
which i ufed every poffible means at Ma- 

dras for difpatch, the declines of the S. W. 

monfoon making it of the utmoft impor- 

tance. To promote this end, I compleat- 
ed the Elizabeth, Grafton, Lenox, Wey- 
mouth, and Argo, with fuch of the troops, 
and military ftores, as they were to take 
on board, and on the agth fent them 
away under the command of comodorg 
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Tiddeman, to proceed to Mallaca, with 
a view that they might compleat (heir wa- 
ter there by the time I thould arrive wit 
the remainder of the fquadron, . 

Having accomplithed the embarkgtion 
of every thing defigned for the expedition, 
with a difpatch much beyond my expec- 
tation, as we had from the whole time of 
my being there a violent forf to contend 
with, I failed the firft of Aueuft with the 
thips undermentioned, vie. Norfolk, Pan- 
ther, America, Seaford, South Sea Cafile 
ftore thip, admiral Steven's ftore thip, 
Ofterly Company's thip, leaving the Fal- 
mouth, at the requett of the prefident 
and council, to convey the Effex India 
thip, who was not ready to fail, having 
the treafure to take on board for the China 
cargoes, and to bring to Manila fuch of 
the Company's fervants, as were to be 
put in poffeffion of that government, if 
the expedition fucceeded. 

The 1sgth, I arrived at Mallaca, and 
was difappointed in not finding Mr. 
Tiddeman there, who did not join till the 
atft, having met with long calms: the 
difficulty of watering the (quadron at this 
place made it the 27th before 1 could leave 
the road. 

On the ad of September I arrived off 
Pulo Timean, and was joined by captain 
Grant, in the Sealhorfe, whom I had de- 
tatched, upon my firft arrival at Madras, 
to cruize between this ifland and the 
ftreights of Sincapore, to ftop any vefiels 
he might fufpeé& going to Manila, 

On the 19th! made the coaft of Luco- 
nia, but was drove off again by a ftrong 
N. E, which feparated fome of the fqua- 
dron, The 22d the gale broke up, and 
the wind fhifting to the 8, W. the 23d we 
recovered the land again ; the next day en. 
tered the bay of Manila, and in the clofe 
of the evening anchored off the fort of 
Cavite with the whole fquadron, except 
the South-fea Caftle and admiral Stevens, 
the Falmouth and Effex having joincd me 
off the coaft. In the night I fentthe maf- 
ters to found about the fortifications of 
Cavite, and, by their report, found that 
it might be attacked by thips. 

The 25th in the morning, the wind not 
being favourable fo attack the Cayire, I 
took two of the frigates, and with gene- 
ral Draper, and fome other officers, re- 
connoitred the thore about Manila, and 

Dda ob@rved 
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obferved fome churches and other build- 
ings to ftandé near the works on the fouth 
fide of the town, particularly towards the 
S$. W. baftion. We had fome defign of 
attacking Cavite firft, to have had the con- 
veniency of that port for the fhipping, 
but considered that thongh the attack 
fhould be attended with al! the fuccefs we 
could hope, yet it would caufe a delay at 
Jeaft of two days before be could land at 
Manila, which time would afford oppor- 
tunity to the enemy to demolith thefe 
buildings near théir works, and to pre- 
pare many obftacles to our Janding, and 
perhaps rétover from that confternation 
our unexpected arrival had thrown them 
in; and, farther, Manila being the capi- 
tal, if that fell, Cavite would in conie- 
quence. 

From -thefe confiderations, I joined in 
opinion with the general to take advan- 
tage of circumftances, fo tavourable for a 
defcent, and land the troops with all dif- 
patch, and endeavour to get poffefiion of 
fome pofts near their works, which, if 
effected, would greatly facifitate the re- 
duction of the city. 

In confequence of thefe refolutions, I 
immediately made the fignal on board the 
Seahorfe for the fquadron to join me, and 
for the troops to prepare to land. About 
feven in the evening, the 79th regiment, 
with the marines in the hoats, under the 
dire@iion of the captains, Parker, Kem- 
perfeld, and Brereton, pufhed for the 
thore ; and uncer the fire of the three 
frigates, effecting the Janding ata church 
called the Moratta, about a mile and 
half from the wall. We had no oppof- 
tion from the enemy, but fome difficulty 
from the furf, which run high, and bilged 
all the long boats, but happily loft no 
men, 

The next morning the general took an 
advanced polt about 200 yards from the 
giacis, and there, under cover of a blind, 
intended his battery againft the face of 
the fouth-weft baftion. The number of 
troops being finall, | Janded a battalion of 
feamen, confifling of about 700 men, un- 
der the command of the captains Collins, 
Pitchford, and George Ourry. 

The 25th, I difpatched three armed 
boats after a galley coming up the bay to 
Manila ; they came up with her, refolute- 
ly boarded her, and took her, notwith-

ftanding the kept up a mart fire with 
patteraroes and mufkets; the moumned 
two carriage ana 17 brafs fwivel guns, 
and had 80 men. By letters found ig 
her, we difeovered the was difpatched 
from the galleon St. Phillipina, from 
Acapulco, and whom fhe had left the roth 
ot September at Cajayagan, between the 
Embocadero and Cape Spiritu Santa. Up- 
on this difcovery 1 came to a refolution to 
fend the Panther and Argo in queft of her, 
but it was the 4th of Oober before the 
weather permitted their failing. 

The 183th of September the general ac. 
quainted me that he was beginnging to 
work on the battery, and that if fome 
fhips could get near enough to throw thos 
on the works of the town oppofed to it, 
it might take off fome of the enemy's fire 
and attention, and thereby facilitate its 
contruction. In confequence of this, f ors 
dered commodore Tiddeman, with the Eli- 
zabeth and Falmouth, towards the town 
as near as the depth of water would per- 
mit, and to place the fhips in fucha pot. 
tion as would beit anfwer the purpofe in- 
tended, which was accordingly done the 
next cay, and their fire had a very goog 
efiect, 

On the zoth, the South Sea Caftle ar- 
rived with ftores, which were much want. 
ed, particularly the entrenching tools, for 
wantof which the army had been fo great- 
ly diftreifed, that I was obliged to employ 
all the forges in making fpades, pick- 
axes; &c. for them. The 1ft of O@ober 
it began to blow frefth, and in the night 
increafed to'a hard gale, «hich drove the 
South Caftle a fhore near the Pulverifta, a 
hitileto the fourhward of our camp, This 
accident, however, had fome conficerable 
advantages. attending it, as the fituation

who were only in four fathom water, and, 
ys I have fince been informed, with the 
fand of the fea ftruck 5 but the bottom be- 
ing mud and foit to a confiderabic depth, 
shey received no damage. On the 4th in 
the morning the general opened the bat- 
tery, which was fo wel] managed and fe- 
conded by the hips before the town, that 
in four bours the defences were taken off, 
and the next Gay in the evening the breach 
was made p' at cable. 

On the 6th, at day-lightin the morn- 
ing, the general's regument, with the fea 
battalion, mounted the breach, made the 
attack, and foon got poffeffion of all the 
baftions, which compleated the conquett. 
] immediately went on fhore, and, with 
the general, had a meeting with the Spa- 
nth governor, and fome of his principal 
officers, when a capitulation was agreed 
on, that the town and port of Cavite, with 
the iflands and forts dependant on Manila 
fhould be given up to his Britannick ma- 
jetty, and that they fhould pay four mil- 
lions of dollars for the prefervation of the 
town and their effects, (a copy of which 
capitulation I have enclofed.) 

On the roth, I fent captain Kempen- 
felt in the Norfolk, with the Seaford and 
Seahorfe, to take poffeffion of Cavite, a- 
greeable to the capitulation ; by this ac- 
quilion we are in poficifion of a very large 
quantity of navel ftores; and befide the 
advantage of almoft every convenience for 
refitting a fquadron; the people are fup- 
pied with frefh meat and vegetables in 
great plenty, 

The fiege, tho” fhort, was attended 
with many difficulties and great fatigue, 

both the officers and men exert- 
ed themieives with the utmoft chearfulnefs, 
We had conftantly freth gales, alee fhore, 
and confequently a high furf to contend 
with, which always made it difficult, fre- 
quently hazardous, and fometimes impof- 
fible to land with boats. The rains fell 


heavy, and our little army was furrcund- 
ed and harafled by numerous bodies of In- 


dians, 


who, though undifciplined, and 
armed only with lances, bows and arrows, 
yet by a daring refolution and contempt of 
death, they became not only troublefome 
but formidable, Ihave the fatisfaétion of 
acquainting cheir lordthips, that through. 
out the whole expedition, the moft per- 
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fe& harmony and enanimity has fubfifted 
between his majefty’s land and fea forces. 

You will receive with this an account 
of the number of officers and men, both 
feamen and marines, that were landed 
from the fquadron, as likewife of the killed 
and wounded in each corps. It is with 
concern | acquaint their lordfhips with ths 
lofs of commodeye Tiddeman, who, in 
attempling to enter the river in his barge 
the morning after the reduCtion of Manila, 
was drowned with five of his people, by 
which unhappy accident, his majefty bas 
loft a brave and experienced officer. 

Captain Kempenfelt, by whom I fend 
this (and will prefent to you for theie 
lordfhip a plan of the town of Manila, 
and the port of Cavite) has been of the 
greatett affiftance to me during the courfe 
of this enterprize; heis very capable of 
furnithing their lordthips with many par- 
ticulars neceflary for their information z 
and his great merit makes it my duty te 
recommend him as a very able good 
officer.

N my letter of the 31ft of Ofober, I 

acquainted you of my having fent cape 
tain Parker with the Panther and Argo, ia 
quett of the Galleon Saint Philippina, from 

Acapulco, bound to Manila, 

‘The 7th init. captain King in the Area 
returned with a letter from captain Parker, 
acquainting me, that, in confequence of 
my orders, having the 30th of O&tober got 
the length of the ifland Capul, near the 
entrance into the Embocadero, in purfuit 
of the Saint Phillippina, wherethe Argo 
had come to an anchor (and which he ine 


. tended to do for that night) juft as the 


day clofed faw a fail, and ftand to the 
northward; at eight in the evening he got 
fight of the chace, about two leagues 
to leeward, but unluckily, by the rapidity 
ofa counter current to whatthe chafe was 
in, was drove among the Narango’s, in 
the utmoft danger of being loft, and obliged 
to an anchor ; the frigate having efcaped 
the danger, -ot up with the chace, and en- 
gaged her near two hours, but was fo 
roughly handled, that captain King was 

obliged 











@bliged to bring too to repair his dama- 
ges. By this time the current flackened, 
which enabled captain Parker to get under 
fail with the chace in fight: about nine 
the next morning he came up with her, 
and after battering her two hours within 
half mutket thot the ftruck. The enemy 
made but little refiftance, trufting to the 
immenfe thicknefs of the fides of their 
thip, which the Panther’s fhot was not 
able to penetrate, excepting her upper 
works. Captain Parker was no lefs dif- 
appointed than furprifed, when the gene- 
ral came on board, to find, that inftead 
of the Saint Philippina, he- had engaged 
and taken the Santifimo Trinidad, who 
departed from Manila the sft of Augutt 
for Acapulco, and had got three huncred 
leagues to the ealtward of the Embucade- 
so; but meeting witha hard gale of wind, 
was difmafted, and put back to refit." She 
bad eight hundred men on board, and 
pierced for fixty guns, but when captain 
King engaged her had only fix mounted, 
and but thirteen when taken: the draws 
thirty -thee fee: water, and is a muct lar- 
ger thip than the Panther, I camnot afcer- 
tain the value of the cargo, but there isto 
the amount of one million and a half of 
dollars regiftered, and the is reputed to be 
worth three millions. 

Captain King left the Panther with her 
prize at an anchor about three leagues 
fouth of the Corrigedow, at the mouth of 
this bay ; and as I have fent a reinfore- 
ment of men with launches and warps, I 
hope very foon to have them in fafety.

between the Emprefs of Ruffia, and the 
king of Pruffia, increafes to that degree, 
that they have concluded an alliance, by 
by which they engace to affilt eaci: other 
with a body of 12,000 men, one third 
horfe, and two thirds foot ; upon conci- 
tion, neverthelefs, that if Ruffia fhould be 
attacked by the Porte, the court of Pruflia 
fhall furnifh a fum of money inftead of 
troops. The two contracting powers 
have alfo engaged to fupport the duke of 
Biren in the pofleffion of Courland and 
Semigallia ; and that in cafe the throne of 
Poland thould become vacant, they will 
endeavour to get a native chofen king in- 
fiead of a foreigner. 

From.Vienna we learn, that the court 
and the public in general, not only exprefs 
great fatisfaction, on feeing an end put to 
along and burthenfome war, but that their 
pleafure rs heightened by two fecret articles 
of the treaty of Habertibourg, which con- 
firm to them what they have long been 
defirous of.

Letters from Berlin are full of accounts 
of the expreffions of joy with which the 
inhabitants of that city received their 
fovereign, who arrived there on the jzoth 
of March, in perfe& health. They pierced 
the air with repeated acclamations of long 
life our king and father ! To which his ma- 
jetty moft affectionately anfwered, Long 
life my deareft fubjcEts, my belowed children! 
In this manner he was ufhered to the 
palace, where he fupped with the queen, 
and all the royal family. The next day 

he received the compliments of the nobi- 
lity, foreign minifters, &c. and dined with 
prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick, who ar- 
rived there the day before his majefty.

was paffing fentence on the critninals: 
the return of this Hibernian hero fo foon, 
and in fo odd a manner, put the whole 
court into a hurry ; and he faid on horfe- 
back in the hall, “ 1 am come to fee you 
again, my lord judge."’ The grand jury 
being difcharged, his lordfhip fent him be- 
fore a magiftrate to be committed, which 
was done, and he now lies in Wilton 
gaol, near Taunton till the next al- 
fizes.
